ONDON, May 20.—Sovereigns and | 
representatives of tne powers of 
all the world paid their last tribute 
today to Engiland’s great monarch, 
Edward VII, whose body now rests in 
St. George’s Chapel at: Windsor Cas- 
tle, where the bones of Edward IV, 
the sixth and eighth Henrys, Charles 
I, the third and fourth Georges, and 
William IV are entombed. 
Bright sunshine followed a night of 
thunderstorms that swept the city 
and soaked the funeral decorations 
that hung along the line of march, 
but had no deterrent effect on the 
gathering thousands, who 
points of vantage from which to watch 
the passing of-the cortege. 
London's millions filled the streets 
and open places as they have never 
before been filled either at a funeral 
or festival. 
The pageantry that merked the 
burial of Victoria was as naught com- 
pared with the magnificence of today’s 
ceremony, which was splendid in its 
accompaniments of gilded coaches, 
brilliant uniforms and decorations, far 
surpassing the ceremony attending the | 
removal of the King’s body from 
Buckingnam Palace to Westminster 
Hall. 
T. R. ONLY NOT IN UNIFORM. 
| The procession today intluded nine 
sovereigns, the former President of the 
United States, Theodore Roosevelt, 
who alone was not in uniform; the 
heirs to several thrones, the members 
of the royal families, the officers of 
the nouseholds, the officials of the 
government, field marshals, generals 
and admirals; detachments of troops 
of all the British arms and representa- 
tives of foreign armies and navies in 
variegated uniforms, a solid phalanx 
of glittering color. 
The lines of red-coated soldiers were 
drawn as on, that other great occa- 
sion of England's mourning nine years 
ago, with arms reversed and _regi- 
mental flags dipped to the ground. 
The vast throngs along the streets 
were massed so tightly that those 
once caught found it impossible to 
move. The great stands, covered with

President 
Mitchell of the Safe Deposit Company 
had previously set forth his corpora- 
tion's cause of action against Mrs. 
Green. “On December 16, 1903, Mrs. 
Grene made a special agreement with 
our company for the rent of eleven 
boxes,”’ he said. “She was to pay ws 
$10 each a year, or $110 for the gee 
boxes, each year. We have sued for 
the rental of the boxes for five years: 
and we expect to get judgment. She

Mrs. Green's attorney insists that his 
client has a complete defense.

PARIS, May °0.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.| Sister Candide, a nun, fa- 
mous in France for her charities, and 
who has enjoyed for years the confi- 
dence and esteem of the best class of 
people, was arrested today on a charge 
of iarceny of jeweiry from merchants 
who had entrusted them to her to sell. 
The jewelry is worth only a few thous- 
and francs. 

Her arrest was hastened by the sul- 
cide of Dr. Leon Petit, a well-known 
Paris physician, who left letters in- 
criminating her in other shady trans- 
actions. 

Those who claim intimate knowledge 
of the facts say that liabilities of 4,- 
000,000 francs ($800,000) have already 
been located, and that the exposure 
now assured will show the character 
of this woman in holy garb to have 
been more remarkabie in many ways 
than that of the notorious Mme. Hum- 
bert or that of Cassie Chadwick. 

Publicity has been given so far only 
to the complaints of the jewelers. They 
say she represented to them that she 
had wealthy friends who would like 
to help her otherwise than by outright 
gifts, and weuld buy things from her 
on commission. The jewelers, it is 
said, found that she had pawned their 
property. 

Their attorneys were preparing to 
bring criminal action against Sister 
Candide when the news came out to- 
day of the suicide of Dr, Petit, who 
Had been prominently associated with 
her in charity work. Notes left by 
him declared he was innocent, but 
confessed that the nun had sown 
death and ruin around him, and rather 
than incur the shame of public sus- 
picion he chose to end his life. -

Jesus, 


Our lesson today has to de with 
Herod, whose picture is presenteu 
therein. It is that of an uncontrolled 
life. In the study of the lesson, for the 
sake of consecutiveness, it is well to 
observe that verses three to twelve in 
some senses constitute a parenthesis. 
Chapter fourteen opens with the decla- 
ration that Herod heard the report con- 
cerning Jesus, and spoke to his serv- 
ants about it. That story is imme- 
diately taken up in thé thirteenth verse 
of the chapter, which declares that 
when Jesus heard, He withdrew. It 
is important that we remember that 
what Jesus heard was not the account 
of the death of John the Baptist, but 
that Herod was talking about Him. 
The account of the death of John is in- 
serted by Matthew at this point in ex- 
pianation of Herod's fear at the re- 
port of Jesus, which expressed itself 
in the declaration that John was risen 
from the dead. We presume that it is 
for this reason that the chapter dea!- 
ing with the parables has been post- 
poned for consideration in this course. 
I think the method is a mistake, and 
it must not be allowed to interfere with 
our apprehension of the spiritual con- 
secutiveness ,of the story as Matthew 
has written it.

the victim of conflicting emotions. On 
the one hand, his anger would have 
prompted him to put an end to the life 
of the propnet. Un the other, his fear 
of the muititudes combined, as Mark 
tells us, with his own conviction that 
John was a righteous man and a holy 
one, heid him in check, with the resuit 
that John was kept safe in prison. 
This tear of the multitude is in it- 
self an indication both of his weak- 
ness and of his evil nature. Kings only 
fear their people when they themselves 
are evil. Unce again we have evidence, 
-the final one, of the weakness of his 
corrupt nature. Inflamed by carousal, 
and under the spell of a shameless 
wanton, he made a vow, and in order 
to keep it, for fear of the anger of 
Herodias, a woman herself so shameless 
as to send her child to dance for the 
amusement of Herod, he murdered 
John. 

it is a vivid and appalling picture of 
a map of naturai strength lacking the 
one governing principle of life which 
is equal to holding the forces of the 
being In check. .The lack of this prin- 
ciple left him the sport of every pas- 
sion. The craving of his animal na- 
ture mastered him, so tnat he violated 
the law of God and man, and stified 
whatever voices of conscience sounded 
in his soul as the result of the preach- 
ing of John. He became the siave of 
weak and cowardly fear as manifested 
in his dread of the multitude, and his 
inability to refuse to fulfill his unholy 
compact with the daughter of his para- 
mour. His hatred drove him to the 
arrest of John who had dared to re- 
buke his sin; and notwithstanding the 
revolt of his conscience, allowed him 
to murder him. 

As we thus look at this man, we 
learn how terrible a thing it is that life, 
with all its mighty forces, should be 
uncontrolied. Life in this condition, 
is capable of doing daring things. 
There is a recklessness and an aban- 
donment in its activities. It will vio- 
late the properties, run counter to 
convictions. Herod took Herodias, in 
spite of law and order and protest: im- 
prisoned John, notwithstanding the re- 
proof of his own conscience and his 
fear of the multitudes; and finally 
caused him to be beheaded in spite of 
all risks. Such daring things are al- 
ways deeds of evil when the life is un- 
controlled. The dynamic of the forces 
of being, unchecked by principle, ex- 
pends itself in explosions which are 
catastrophes, filnging danger and death 
into the midst of the comunity, and ut- 
terly ruining life itself. 

In the light of this story we look at 
the picture of Herod presented in the 
first two verses of our lesson. Very 
much may be left to the imagination 
jhere. The drunken carousals are over. 
In all probability Herod was wearying 
of Herodias as al! such men do: and 
ever and anon in the midst of the busy 
life of the day, or in the lonely hours of 
the night, the spectral presence of 
John would haunt him, and the tones 
of his accusing voice reverberate 
throughout his soul. This is the more 
terribie because there Had been a 
time when he had heard him gladly. And 
now there came a report of another, 
working even mightier deeds, who was 
arresting the attention and attracting 
the multitudes throughout the whole 
region. He heard of diseases healed, 
of devils cast out, of dead ones raised 
to life, and in superstitious and craven 
fear he thought of John. 80 terrible 
was the experience that he could not 
keep silent. He had to talk to his serv- 
ants. The teaching of the story for 
us is accurately and forcefully’ ex- 
pressed in the Golden Text, and es- 
pectally in its latter portion. “He that 
ruleth his spirit is better than he that 
taketh a city." To take a city may win 
the applause of the world. To rule the 
spirit wins the approval of heaven. 
The one may be done at cost of suffer- 
ing to ethers and may tesue in no 
heneficent result to the world at large.

That committee has a strong follow- 
ing which maintains that the Pasa- 
dena Rapid Transit Company, which 
‘proposes to build the short electric line 
between Pasadena and Los Angeles, 
»should have the unqualified support of 
the board if that organization is to 
carry out what it advertises to do. The 
committee maintains that the proposed 
line will be a great benefit to the city 
if it is completed; and will increase the 
poputation as nothing else has ever 


done. 


If that was as far as the committee 
posed to go there would be no ob- 
jon by any member of the organi- 

gation, so far as is known, but the 
committee favors asking the board to 


take upon itself the disposition of 500,- 
000 shares of stock of the company. It 


states that if the Board of Trade 


members will jump in and help sell 
that stock the company will guaran- 


tee a §-cent fare between Pasadena 


and Los Angeles. 
This proposition is likely to cause the 


split.

land did his duty: Those who hesitate about render- 
ing a favorable verdict should look carefully at the 
Gospel of John viii:11, #ompared with that of Matthew 
xxi:13. Turn then to Psalm CIII, verse 14, and read 
in the Psalter version: “For he knoweth whereof we 
are made. He remembereth that we are but dust.” 

So it is. “With equal pace impartial fate knocks at 
the hovel and the palace gate.” Edward lived close to 
the allotted term of life. He was three score and nine, 
lacking but a year of the limit. The order of things 
gave him no important duties to perform until he 
reached the age of 60. “To stand and wait” was his 
most important duty up to the time of his mc iher’s 
demise of the crown to him. He did that duty of wait- 
ing so well that the poet’s judgment is confirmed that 
those who do so “also serve.” He served his people 
and his government best by waiting so filially until his 
royal mother's death should call him to act. 

From the time he was on the throne he did his duty 
in a manner so high and conscientious that the acts of 
his reign mark him as one of the wisest of rulers, and 
surely the wisest is the greatest. He wins for himself 
the most glorious epithet which history shall preserve 
to mark the character of all her monarchs. Some have 
the sobriquet ‘“‘great,”” some that of “conqueror.” One is 
the “gay monarch;” another, by a great stretch of char- 
ity, is known as the “martyr.” Edward VII goes down 
to all future generations as the “peacemaker,” and 
there is the highest authority to pronounce these 
“blessed.” These are those who are known specially 
as the “children of God.” This King who was placed 
in his tomb a day or two ago did more to keep the 
world at peace during his reign than any of his contem- 
poraries. The acts of his reign leave behind him an 
influence for peace not easily to be lost on the world. 

So we think the King as he tried to iook behind the 
dark curtain that cuts off time from eternity and sent 
ahead his humble plea for mercy when he should stand 
before the judgment seat was justified in the statement 
that he might think he had done his duty. 

There he took his stand beside the humblest of all 
his subjects. There was no pharisaical plea, “I am not 
as other men.” He did not say to Providence: “The 
companions you gave me led me astray.” He did not 
say: “The life allotted me was full of pitfalls.” Like 
a man in humility, but like a manly one in lowly confi- 
dence, hé said: “But I think, I have done my duty.” 

What a wholesome, old-fashioned tone of the highest 
morality there is in this word. There is such a clear 
recognition of responsibility in. the word. He did not 
do as he wished. He did not follow his own will. He 
was not his own guide. There was to him a law above 
all human laws, a responsibility to some Power higher 
than his will, than his impulses, than his interests. 
There was a Power above that of the constitution and 
of the laws of his kingdom, above the power of his min- 
isters and of his Parliment, above the power of all 
his kingdom and of all his empire. He acknowledged 
that he must be tried and stand or fall by the way he 
was able to bear the scrutiny of that high Power which 
sees right through the acts of men and weighs the mo- 
tives that underlie those acts and measures the weak- 
ness that had tried to do the duty of the moment. 

That is all there is in life. The greatest king can do 
no more; the lowliest man among men can do as much. 


Magnet Replaces Diver. 

The lifting magnet has now been employed for sev- 
eral years in and about iron works and manufacturing 
establishments in connection with cranes and hoisting 
machinery because of the convenient manner in which 
it enables masses of iron, such as rails, pig iron, etc., 
to be picked up and released at the will of the operator 
who controls the crane. 


Recently a new application of this method has been 
made, says Cassier’s. A few months ago a barge, which 
was laden with 1500 tons of wire nails in kegs, besides 
steel barrel hoops, staples and barbed wire, had been 
towed from Pittsburgh to New Orleans, and while en- 
deavoring to make a landing at the latter city the barge 
broke loose from the tug which was handling it and 
sank in fifty-five feet of water. 


The work of salving the valuable cargo was immedi- 
ately begun by expert divers, and a portion of the ma- 
terial was recovered. It was found that the barge had 
broken in two and that a part of it had been carried 
out about 150 feet from shore and lay at a depth of 
about 100 feet at a point where the swiftness of the cur- 
rent rendered work with ordinary diving apparatus im- 
practicable. 

Although the lifting magnet had not hitherto been 
used for submarine operations, it was determined to 
make the trial of the apparatus for this novel under- 
taking. The experiment was crowned with succcess, 
and a great part of the sunken quantity of iron and 
steel] has been raised to the surface by this novel 
method. 

The magnet is lowered into the water until it reaches 
the material, when the electric current is turned on; 
the masses of steel are attracted and held so securely 
that they can be hoisted to the surface and delivered 
to the dock without the aid of any human intervention 
other than the control of the current by the operator.

Painting Holy Places. 

Few painters have had more remarkable experiences 
than Carl Haag, the veteran water-color artist, who 
has just celebrated his ninetieth birthday. Making 
oriental subjects his special “line,” he has traveled all 
over the East in pursuit of local color and raw material, 
sometimes running no inconsiderable risks in doing so. 

This was particularly the case during his travels in 
Palestine, when even the firman which he possessed 
from the Sultan, permitting him to make sketches of 
the holy places, hardly availed to protect him at times 
from native superstition and fanaticism. 

Mr. Haag even penetrated into the Temple area at 
Jerusalem, where a Christian usually ventures only at 
the peril of his life. The Pasha in charge of Mr. Haag 
was, however, a man of resource, and secured his pro- 
tection by giving it out that he had been ordered by the 
Sultan to make drawings of the mosque, and, further, 
that those who did not wish to be included in the pic- 
ture must keep out of sight, with the result that Mr. 
Haag was left quite unmolested by the superstitious 
Moslems.—[{Westminster Gazette. 


The Trolley in Japan.

ALCUTTA, 1910.—The Buddhist religion is on the 
discovery of the ashes of Buddha, which were recently 


During the presentation Mr. Marshall, director of the 
archeological department of the government of India, 
described how the relics were found. The first infor- 
mation concerning them came from records left by Chi- 
nese travelers who walked over India on pilgrimages 
about 400 or 500 years after Christ. One of these men 
was a Buddhist monk, who spent seven years in travel- 
ing through India collecting Buddhist writings and vis- 
iting the shrine. He tramped across the Himalaya 
Mountains, stopping in the little province where Bud- 
dha was born. He walked to Buddha Gaya, where the 
saint received his great enlightenment, and then went

found in a buried chamber near Peshawar. The 
prophet was born here in India more than 2400 years 
ago, and he is said to have died in Northern India at 
the age of 80. ‘There is no doubt as to the authenticity 
of the relics. They were found by the archeological 
department of the British government, and the Viceroy 
of India, Earl Minto, has had them brought here to Cal- 
cutta and has made a formal presentation of them toa 
delegation of Buddhist priests from Burma. 


The relics were discovered through investigations 
made by ancient writings which described their exist- 
ence. They lay in a chamber far down under the 
ground below the heavy foundation of a tower which 
had long since been blotted from the face of the earth. 
They were in a bronze casket and inside a crystal box, 
and they consisted of a mass of grayish-white powder 
and four charred human bones. The box was first car- 
ried to Simla, and it is now on its way to Burma. It 
probably will be kept at Mandalay and a mighty pa- 
goda erected above it. 


Earl Minto’s Speech. 


In making his speech to the priests the Viceroy said: 

“The government of India has.decided that the rel- 
ics should remain within the confines of the Indian em- 
pire, and that Burma, as a Buddhist province, and Man- 
dalay, as the capital, should provide for their safe cus- 
tody. I am sure that the great honor done to Burma 
wil] be thoroughly appreciated by its people, and that 
the: relics will be carefully preserved and cherished.” 


The Viceroy concluded with this statement, which 
seems remarkable, as coming from the Christian ruler 
of India, the King of England's greatest subject. He 
closed: 

“I trust, too, that a suitable shrine may be. erected 
at Mandalay over these relics, where in future years 
devout pilgrims may gather from all parts of the world 
to do honor to the memory of the great founder of their 
religion.” 

The ceremony connected with the presentation of the 
relics was impressive. It occurred in the throne room 
of the viceregal palace, the floor of which was covered 
with rich golden carpets. The Lieutenant-Governor of 
Burma was present, and among the spectators were 
Lady Minto, Mrs. Anna Besant and the highest officials 
of India. 


The Ashes of Buddha. 


Suppose the Christian world of today could have au- 
thentic information of the discovery of some of the 
bones and ashes of St. Peter or St. Paul? What a sen- 
sation it would create. Suppose, further, that they 
might have relics of the Savior which were real beyond 
the shadow of a doubt? The whole civilized world 
would be excited about it. This is what has happened 
out here in India. Buddha is just as real to these peo- 
ple as Christ is to us, and they have now found this 
casket containing his bones.

Mr. Marshall 
says that this tower lasted for more than 300 years 
after the Chinese Buddhists above spoken of had paid 
their visit. Their records stated that the relics of 
Buddha lay under the tower. 


Discovered by a Frenchman. 


The origin of the discovery came from a French sci- 
entist who came out to India a few years ago to study 
Buddhism. He had the writings of these pilgrims, and 
from them he located the site of the pagoda as being 


under one of two mounds which lie about a half-mile. 


east of the city of Peshawar. At that time there was 
no tower in existence. 
ries ago, and no vestiges were in sight excepting these 


mounds. The Frenchman’s name was Foucher. 


Mr. Foucher found himself unable to make the exca- 
vations required to verify his theory. He presented his 
evidence, however, to Dr. Spooner of the archeological 
department of the Indian government, and the latter 
took up the work. That was two years ago. Since then 
the mounds have been dug over and the remains of 
the great tower found. The heavy foundation was un- 
covered, and it was shown to have*been larger than 
any other known Buddhist pagoda. It Was square, with 
massive walls of dressed stone, and;according to the 
records of Heuen Chwang, the Chinese Buddhist pil- 
grim, it was so lofty that four towers had to be built 
at the corners to hoist the coping stones into place. 
The remains of those towers have been found. 


After the dimensions of the pagoda had been outlined, 
and the heavy foundation uncovered, the British arche- 
ologists sank a shaft down through the stone floor to 
a depth of twenty feet, and came to the relic chamber 
described in the records. There, in that little stone 
room, which had been buried from the sight of man 
for over 2400 years, they found a bronze casket seven 
inches high and five inches in diameter. 

It was round, and it had a lid, slightly curved at the 
top, made to represent a full-blown lotus, upon which 
a small figure of Buddha sat. Along the lid of the box 
which overhung was a frieze of flying geese, and lower 
down around the main body of the casket were figures 
of Buddha, beautifully carved, representing him in the 
different stages of his life. In the center of these was 
engraved a large standing figure of King Kanfshka, the 
great Buddhist ruler and conqueror of the time the cas- 
ket was made, and there were also inscriptions stating 


‘that the maker was the head engineer of this king. 


Upon opening the casket a lump of rock crystal was 
found within. This had been hollowed out at one end

Flowers rained upon him, cool tanks of water sprang 
up by the wayside and divine music was constantly 
heard.

He traveled over Northern India, and continued preach- 
ing until B.C. 477, when he died at 80 years of age. 
Just where he died we do not know, but the ashes in 
the casket may indicate that it was somewhere in 
Northern India, not far from Peshawar. The unkindly 
say his death was caused by eating too much pork. 


Some Buddhist Beliefs. 


The Buddhist religion contains many beautiful things, 
but it has nothing of the worship of God as we know 
Him. It is practically atheistic, and is a religion of 
despair rather than hope. It considers personal exist- 
ence a source of evil, and one of its theories is that the 
greatest evil of mankind is birth. Without that we 
could not have old age, misery and death; and we 
would not have to go through the long line of trans- 
migrations by which man rises and descends to heaven 
or hell. According to Buddhism one’s soul, like that 
of John Brown, is always marching on. The moment 
he dies he is born again, his soul passing at once into 
the form of a man, a dog, or some other animal, or 
worse than all, into a woman. If he escapes the latter 
fate he may go down, down, down, through the differ- 
ent degrees of animal life until he falls into one of the 
hundred-odd Buddhist hells, which are in the middle of 
the earth, where the sifferers spend 10,000,000 years or 
more before they rise again. Or he may go upward to 
glory into better and better states, until he at last 
reaches the heaven where the shortest life is 10,000,- 
000,000 years. The Buddhist fairy stories tell how their 
great teacher lived as an elephant, as a camel, as a 
gnat, a swallow or an eagle. He went through every 
form of existence on the earth, in hell, and in heaven, 
and when he attained the perfect knowledge he could 
recall them all. 

The Buddhist religion believes in cause and effect. 
It says that man’s misfortunes all come from his bad 
actions, and all his good from his good ones. Heaven 
means the extinction of desires. This is the great end 
of life. To wipe out all passion, all feeling and even 
all ideas. It is a sort of a religious trance or ecstasy, 
known as the Nirvana. a 


Ten Commandments of Buddhism. 


The Buddhist religion has its ten commandments 
which are taught to the children. The first five are: 

1. Thou shalt not take any life at all. 

Thou shalt not steal. 
Thou shalt not commit adultery. 
Thou shalt not lie. 

5. Thou shalt not drink intoxicating liquors. 

The second five are obligatory chiefly on the priests 
in the monasteries, and by all other good peoples on 
holy days. They are: 

1. Thou shalt not eat after midday. 

2. Thou shalt not dance or play upon musical! in- 
struments. 

3. Thou shalt not use cosmetics. 

4. Thou shalt not stand or sleep on elevated places. 

5. Thou shalt not touch gold nor silver. 

The theory of the religion is that every one must 
work out his own salvation, and that no-one can help 
another except by example. 


Buddha Not a God. 


It is a mistake to speak of the worship of Buddha. 
He is not a god, but a teacher. His followers look 
upon him as having been a mortal man, and they be- 
lieve that any mortal may aspire to be what he was. 
He is their idea of the perfect man, and his life is the 
perfect life. Nevertheless, they pray before his shrine 
and use his name in their prayers. 


And this brings me to the various methods of Bud- 
dhist praying. In most things these people are centu- 
ries behind the times, but as to their religion they have 
economized energy and adopted many inventions. You 
may remember the story of the American who had a 
beautiful prayer written out for him covering his every 
possible need. It was full of Christianity and brotherly 
love. He pasted it on the head of his bed and every 
night before jumping in, folded his hands and rever- 
ently said: “Oh! Lord, them’s my sentiments. Amen.” 


Well, that man was much like the Buddhists. They 
write out prayers on long scrolls which fit into round 
metal boxes attached by pivots to handles, so that 
when they give the handle a twist the box containing 
the scroll whirls around. They believe they get merit 
for the prayer at every whirl, and some of them keep 
their wheels whirling all day. In the Himalayas and 
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mills and water power; and, I doubt not, now that 
electricity is coming in, they will harness the lightning 
in their race toward salvation. . 

The Buddhists have no fixed services, no regular re- 
ligious meetings and no religious forms of marriages 
or burials. Until recently they have had no regular 
preaching, although..they are now holding services in 
Japan and elsewhere. They do not believe that any 
one but yourself can help you toward salvation, and it 


is only as reminders of the example of Buddha that 
their temples have been erected.

A CRUMBLING SHAFT. 


FLAKES FROM THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT 
AROUSE APPREHENSION LEST IT FALL.

The composition of the granite of which the shaft 
erected to the memory of Washington in the national 
capital is constructed is such that at times small chips 
separate themselves from the mother blocks and fall 
to the sidewalk at its base. At once two different 
characteristics appear in the rela§ of sightseers. The 
souvenir flend exclaims in delight as he looks aloft, 
sizes up the situation, and tucks the bit of stone 
away in his pocket, but the timid ones abandon any 
further inspection and get without the radius of the 
shaft’s 555 feet of height. 


The exact cause of this stone shedding has puzzled 
the monument’s keepers for some years past. Various 
opinions have been rendered by architects and masons, 
and most of them claim that it is the action of the ele- 
ments on the peculiar composition of the outer layers 
of the granite, and since the chips are small, varying in 
size from a pea to a chestnut, it is not regarded as any 
serious defect. Nevertheless, the story of the monu- 
ment’s black-cat hoodoo comes to the fore every time. 

In the summer of 1845 while the monument was un- 
der construction, a black cat made its home in the 
sheds used by the masons. She soon became a pet 
among the workmen, and was not long in making her- 
self perfectly familiar with the inner works of the 
shaft. Each day thereafter at noon, she climbed to 
the top scaffolding and shared the men’s dinners. 


When the shaft had reached a height of about 8 . 
feet the cat accidentally fell off. Every man at the top 
hung over the side expecting to see her land a corpse 
on the scattered blocks of granite and marble below. 
Instead she dropped on all fours upon » large pile of 
sand, and after a few moments of hesitation galloped 
off as if nothing had happened. 


Had the incident ended there, the conjurer would 
have had nothing to rely upon when accidents happen 
to the great shaft. But as the cat ran off a large bull- 
dog gave chase, soon caught up with her, and accom- 
plished what the fall failed to do. Therein, say the su- 
perstitious, lies the hoodoo. 


The monument still stands, at any rate, and will 
probably weather a few more gales. It has, however, 
had its troubles, and it has more than once given timid 
e,.: a scare. Several times since its opening to 

ublic the elevator, which lifts thousands of people 
annually to the top, has become disabled along its 
route. Although it is next to impossible for this car 
to fall, passengers with white faces were glad to be 
placed safely on one of the numerous landings from 
where they could take the much slower but more con- 
fident foot route to the bottom. 

Many times also lightning has played around the top 
in most uncomfortable proximity to the faces of the 
sightseers, and several times it has struck good and 
hard. In the summer of 1900 a heavy stroke struck the 
capstone, the highest block of marble on the shaft, and 
shattered it completely. There are hundreds of copper 
spikes protruding from the four sides of the pyramid 
top from its base to its apex, placed there expressly to 
convey the electrical current down the sides of the 
shaft to the earth. The lightning in this case seemed 
to have struck nothing but the capstone, and it re- 
quired several weeks of hazardous work to replace it. 

There are times when the vibration at the fop of the 
shaft seems greater than at others. This has caused 
numerous rumors to be set afloat, and it is doubtless a 
matter of coincidence that such vibration should have 
happened at the time when the foundation was being 
overhauled. This was ik 1896. Rumors then said that 
a large crack had appeared. 

The shaft has also had its troubles from the souve- 
uir collector. There are a great many memorial stones 
lining the walls of the structure, donated from all the 
States and Territories of the Union and from many 
foreign countries. The souvenir fiend, being no respec- 
ter of sentiment or works of art, has applied his ham- 
mer unmercifully in some places, places, in fact, which 
it would seem impossible for the tallest man to reach. 
Many of the stones are set at a distance of fifteen to 
twenty feet from the landings, but like an army of red 
ants, the collector stops at nothing but the approach of 
one of the guards. ALFRED C. PICKELLS.

Man a Million Years Old. 
SCIENCE MAKES Him OuT TO HAVE 
BEEN GORILLA-LIKE.

S CIENCE has dug up an ape-like human ancestor. 


He lived, about 250,000 years ago, in a cave fifteen 
miles south of Brive, in France, where now is lo- 
cated the village of La Chapelle-aux-Saints. This is in 


a very celebrated cavern belt, where on previous occa- | 


sions remains and relics of prehistoric man, Jess an- 
cient, have been frequently found. 
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In this instance, fortunately, a skeleton almost com- 
plete was dug out of a sort of rectangular pit in the 
floor of the cave. The skull was badly broken, but 
nearly all the pieces were present, so that they were 
easily put together. It was ascertained that the bones 
were those of an old man, two inches over five feet in 
height. The lower jaw was huge; but the man had no 
chin, his nose was short and broad, and he must have 
looked very like a gorilla. 


The ‘discovery was made by two priests, brothers, 
named Bouyssonie. They found, associated with the 
human skeleton, a namber of bones of reindeer and the 
woolly rhinoceros. 

This ape-like man was evidently very much older than 
any human being previously dug up anywhere in Europe 
—far older even than the famous Man of Spy, found in 
a cavern called by that name, in Belgium, in 1886, to- 
gether with bones of the mammoth and other animals 
long extinct. He may have been contemporary with a 
man whose lower jaw was discovered, only a short time 
before, in a sand pit not far from the city of Heidel- 
berg. This jaw was likewise remarkable for its great 
size and total absence of chin. Bones of the cave lion, 
cave bear, mastodon, and woolly rhinoceros were turned 
up in its immediate neighborhood. 

Partly in the light of these new discoveries, scientific 
investigators are now inclined to think that man is 
much older on the earth than has been supposed hith- 
erto. They believe that he has probably existed for at 
least 1,000,000 years. Where he had his first begin- 
nings nobody can say, but it is manifest that he dwelt 
very anciently in Europe, where, especially in Southern 
France, he left behind him numerous memorials. 

These ancient people, however, had so far progressed 
upward in the scale of development as to be well ac- 
quainted with the use of fire—a fact made obvious by 
slabs of slate or other stone bedded solidly in the floors 
of the caverns they inhabited, which were utilized as 
hearths. Among the débris of the caverns are large 
quantities of ashes and charred bones. Inasmuch as 
the latter are occasionally human, and split lengthwise 
as if to get at the marrow, it seems likely that these 
prehistoric folk indulged at least occasionally in the 
practice of cannibalism. 

Apparently the human population of Europe 200,000 
years or more ago was by no means numerous. Ip all 
likelihood it was very sparse. Man was then rather a 
rare animal, as his not-distant relatives the chimpanzee 
and gorrilla are today, and his kind was represented by 
scattered bands of only a few families, which in all 
likelihood were more or less constantly at war. 

The Glacial Epoch had come to an end, but Europe in 
‘those days was still exceedingly cold—so much so, in- 
deed, that reindeer roamed in herds all over Southern 


France. Large numbers of reindeer bones found in in the cavern, did the cooking, and sewed garments with 
the caves prove that this animal contributed much to thread of reindeer tendons.

WHERE AMERICA WAS NAMED.

Not only does it contain the very house wherein sat the 

_ Savants who decided to give the name “America” to the 
newly-discovered continent, but it was in this same town 


that a book was written which was the incentive that 
led“to the discovery of the new world.. 


In 1410 a Frenchman named Pierre d'Ailly wrote a 
book called “Imago Mundi" (The Image of the Uni- 
verse.) This book was read and meditated over by the 
great navigator, Christopher Columbus, and first gave 
him the idea of seeking the unknown land. 


Pierre d’Allly was born of poor parents in Compiégne 
' in 1330. He became a priest of the Roman. Catholic 
_ church, and by his own merits rose to the exalted posi- 
' tion of Cardinal. In his work, “Imago Mundi,” D’Ailly

sustained the thesis that the whole world was habitable 
and inhabited, and according to his belief other lands 
existed which were as yet unknown in Europe. 


“How could one get there?” he was asked. 


“From a Spanish port under a favorable wind,” was 
his answer. 


This statement, however, was mixed up with many ex- 
travagant opinions—often impracticable and fantastic, 
but these very extravagances of thought stimulated the 
imagination of Columbus, who read and reflected over 
the strange views put forth. 


Savants have also shown that it was a Frenchman's: 
idea and his plan that ‘finally bestowed the name 
“America” on the newly-discovered land. A volume 
was published at Saint-Dié by Mathis Ringemann under 
the title of “Introducto Cosmographice,”’ suggesting that 
the most appropriate name for the new country would 
be “America.” A group of savants who were the heads 
of the Vostien College of Saint-Dié met in the now fa- 
mous house and agreed that America was the most fit- 
ting name by which the new world should be called. 
This was on April 25, 1507. 


Columbus died in 1506. Amerigo Vespucci sunvived 
the great navigator six years. Vespucci was a clever 
pilot, and after his arrival On the new shore he put 
forth the claim that the glory was his—he had discov- 
ered the mainland while Columbus had only landed on 
the islands. Notwithstanding the fact that his merit 
assuredly was secondary he quickly gained widespread 
fame as an account of his voyage and exploits was the 
first to be published. " 


Saint-Dié is a quaint old town situated on the two > 
banks of the river Muerthe at the foot of the blue line 
of majestic mountains which is so admirably described 
by Jules Ferry. The house which harbored the men 
who selected the name America stands today as rugged 
and strong as it did in the early part of the fifteenth 
century. To approach the “place” or square where it 
stands, one has to traverse narrow circuitous streets, 
.pass under picturesque arcades of pinkish, gray stone 
‘which the Brush of time has softened into a beautiful 
opal coloring, when one finds himself suddenly in the 
center of a wide. open space.

POPCORN FOR THE WORLD. 


MILLION POUNDS SHIPPED YEARLY 
FROM ODEBOLT, LOWA, 


“The popcorn center of the world” is the title 
claimed by the little town of Odebolt, lowa. There are 
1600 Odeboltians and every one of them is convinced of 
the wisdom of keeping track of the world’s popcorn ap- 
petite. 

That 15,000,000 pounds of popcorn is raised within 
fifteen miles of the town is the result of a small begin- 
ning made years ago by A. H. W. Reuber when he 
rented twenty-five acres of land and. set it out in pop- 
corn. He repeated this two or three times before he 
was convinced of the possibilities before him.” 


Then he got more land, and still more; and all of it 
he put into popcorn. His neighbors followed suit, and 
when that happened he bought their crops until, ac- 
cording to the Saturday Eveming Post, he became the 
popeorn king. He raises 120 acres of his pet product 
and buys most of what his neighbors raise 


In Odebolt there are enough popcorn cribs to take 
care of 7,000,000 pounds of the grain. One of these 
cribs alone holds about 1,000,000 pounds. In 1909 there 
were more than 150 carloads of popcorn shipped from 
the town. This enormous yearly crop of popcorn can 
scarcely be estimated under certain conditions, but one 
villager remarked: 


“Each kernel of the grain is supposed to swell to 
twenty times its original size when popped, so [guess 
that if a first-class lightning storm should come along 
and start Odebolt’s crop to popping in the cribs the 
whole county would be covered with six feet of pop- 
corn snow by morning!” 


One man with forty acres planted to popcorn re- 
ceived $3780 for his crop last year. Out of this sum 
he had to deduct about $5 an acre for the picking and 
the harvesting. This, together with his other expenses, 
including incidentals and the rent of the place, totaled 
$13.50 an acre. His net profit on the entire crop was 
about $3240, which meant a net profit of exactly $81 
for each of the forty acres planted to popcorn. 

This, however, is much above the average return for 
an acre of popcorn. Under ordinary circumstances and 
in a fair season for both crop and price the return per 
acre from popcorn, if the crop has been well cared for, 
should be about $50. Different localities. different soils 
and different climatic conditions produce different re- 
sults. 

At the present time the pickers in the fields are paid 
about 15 cents a hundred pounds, and under these con- 
ditions a skillful picker can make about $3—or $3.50 a 
day. This work includes board besides the wages.

Popcorn must be picked with great care and no husks 


or silk left on the ears. 

One of the strictest rules in the culture of popcorn 
is the handling of the grain after it has been harvested. 
No time is allowed to elapse after the grain has been 
picked until it is safe in the roofed cribs either in the 
town or out on the farms. These cribs are specially 
constructed, for upon the thorough drying of the grain 
rests its grading and its popping power. | 

The cribs are made of strips of wood much narrower 
than these in the sides of an ordinary field corn crib, in 
order that the air apertures may occur with greater fre- 
quency. A complete air circulation is established in 
many cribs by laying a line of loose drain pipes through 
the popcorn. 

Each kernel of grain must dry throughout. Popcorn 
that is damp on one side or in the center will not pop 
freely and perfectly. Uncommonly free ventilation is 
the chief requirement. 

In some cases the farmer holds his grain in his own 
cribs on the farm instead of selling at the time of har- 
vest. This is done in hope that the price will be 
stronger in the winter. Nearly every crib in Odebolt, 
both in and around the town, is fitted with drying flues 
at intervals of about six feet, and various other means 
are taken to insure a complete drying of the crop. 

There are three buyers in Odebolt, and every bit of 
the popcorn business is done on a strictly cash basis 
with either Chicago or New York houses. The general 
market price for the cured article is one and a half 
cents a pound, but this price varies at times. The seed 
popcorn is worth about 5 cents a pound, and an acre 
usually takes from five to six pounds at each seeding. 

Despite the alluring prospects offered now by the pop- 
cern users there is a still greater demand being cre- 


, ated by the European trade. Only a short time ago 


popcorn was introduced for the first time in London, 
and now the English demand is growing steadily and 
with considerable rapidity. 

The packing industry and the candy concoctions are 
calling heavily upon the supply, which must be in- 
creased before long in order to meet the demand, New 
confections involving the use of popcorn are constantly 
appearing and are drawing upon the already limited 
supply of this country. Popcorn stands are springing 
up on the village corners as wel! as in the cities, and 
every year sees their number multiplied. The world’s 
appetite for this delicate and delicious froth of the corn 
fields is plainly seen to be increasing.

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Catalonia. 

SPRING PILGRIMAGE IN THE LAND 7 
OF UNREST.

T HE recent disturbances in Catalonia were indica- 


tive of the unrest and revolt that have smoldered 
for centuries in the hearts of the Catalans, break- 
ing forth from time to time in rebellion against their 
foreign possessors. On the map, Catalonia appears to 
be a part of Spain, but is so only in name, for the Cat- 
alans consider the Castilians their foreign conquerors 
and chafe constantly against the dominion of the King 
at Madrid. They have their own language, though in 
the larger towns and cities a form of Spanish is spoken 
differing somewhat from the pure Castilian of the cap- 
ital. 
With the hope of ultimately obtaining national] inde- 
pendence, Catalonia has matched one enemy against

another—espousing the cause of the weaker foe in or- 
der to shake off the stronger and succeeding only in 
changing one master for another; setting up republics 
only to fall again under foreign sway. France, Austria, 
and Spain, in turn, have claimed this land of perpetual 
revolt, and none has found her a docile, tractable pos- 
session. The visitor cannot fail to be impressed with 
the turbulent revolutionary sentiments of the natives. 
Even when all seems peaceful on the surface, there is 
an undercurrent of unrest. 


During the frequent insurrections that have swept 


‘over the country the Catalans have manifested un- 


accountable cruelty and lawlessness, murdering prison- 
ers, sacking churches and mutilating images. They 
possess little of the personal grace and beauty and 
picturesqueness of “allure” and costume belonging to the 
natives of many of the provinces of Spain. Their su- 
periority is rather along industria] lines, even their 
aristocracy not disdaining to enter commerce. 


Barcelona, the capital of the province, is one of the 
ehief manufacturing and shipping centers not only of 
Spain, but also of the entire Mediterranean coast. It 
claims to have heen founded by Hercules 400 years be- 
fore Rome. Here it was that Ferdinand and Isabella 
received Columbus in 1493 after his discovery of Amer- 
ica. In commemoration of this event a column of 
bronze and stone surmounted by a statue of the ex- 
plorer has been erected in a prominent place on the 


water front. Extending from the column through the 
center of the city runs the Rambla, a broad and beau- 
tiful paseo shaded by plane trees. On this street in the 
heart of the business portion is the flower market 
where in gaily-covered booths a most gorgeous array 
of flowers is displayed at prices remarkably low. 


Much has been written about the cathedral, a beau- 
tiful and stately old pile with richly-stained windows 
and a high nave typical of the churches of the prov- 
ince. A church dedicated to the Holy Family is being 
built on a hill overlooking the city. The progress 
seems slow, for the contributions are principally given 
in labor and materials. The University of Barcelona 
is one of the best in Spain. During the Spanish régime 
in the Philippines it was the lodestone of all Filipino 
students. They would return to their islands after a 
year or two spent here the most exquisite dandies con- 
ceivable, the envy of their countrymen. 


Fragments of ancient architecture still remain, grace- 
ful and colored with arabesques, but many of the- mod- 
ern buildings are monstrosities. One house where we 
were entertained was finished inside entirely of stone,

walls, floors and ceilings. Beautiful as was the stone

used, it could scarcely be sald to give a cosy, homelike 
appearance to a house. A chapel opening off the re- 
ception-room and a pipe organ increased the uninhab- 
itable aspect. The stone walls of the library were par- 
tially concealed by tapestries and the floor covered with 
rugs, making it the nearest habitable room of the 
house. 

The Catalan prides himself on being pious, muy 
santo; most of the houses have oratories of more or 
less elegance according to the means of the owner, and 
abound with crucifixes and pictures of the saints and 
martyrs. Over the outer door of one house that we 
visited was a life-size figure in stone of our Lord, His 
hands extended in benediction to those passing through 
the portal. We were shown through this house, where 
not a sign of life existed, though it was inhabited by a 
large family. The chambers might have been model 
rooms in a department store. “Does any one sleep in 
these rooms?” we asked, surprised at the silence and 
order that prevailed. 

“Yes, indeed,” replie? our host with evident pride, 
“but my wife is an excellent housekeeper.” 

The perfect order was most appalling—chairs with 
their backs against the wall, everything arranged at a 
painfully exact angle and immaculate to the last detail. 
After visiting the chapel we went to the dining-roem, 
where we sat down at a long table opposite a huge

ROMANTIC LEGENDS OF THEIR ORI- 
GIN AND USES.

We paid him what seemed an A PRETTY, naive story tells how the first Indian 


woman was taught the exquisite art of basketry. 

According to this legend, the begin-at-the-begin- 
ning world was one of limitless waters. | But the wa- 
ters had their depths and their shallows, and from un- 
derneath the latter the great Spirit soon began to push 
up large quantities of mud, forming the earth with its 
trees and grass and flowers. Out of a ball of mud was 
created man, and “when he became lonesome, woman 
for his companion.” 


Now instead of gossiping with serpents, this faithful 
little redskin Eve thought only of pleasing Adam in 
true squaw fashion—‘asleep and dreaming of her ig- 
norance to please him prayed to be helped.”’ In an- 
swer, the Great Spirit breathed on her and gave her 
“something that she could not see, or hear, or smell, 
or touch"”—in a magic word, the talent to gather ber- 
ries, to dress skins, and to make baskets—a talent not 
wrapped away in a napkin, but treasured for use in a 
sacred basket, handed down from generation to gener- 
ation of women so that by its possession “all the arts 
of design and skilled handiwork were imparted to her 
descendants.” 


To the heart of the Indian woman, a basket can be 
put to no sweeter use than that of cradling her off- 
spring, and it is not surprising that we have a legend 
concerning the origin of the first baby baskets. 

These were not used for every-day redskin mortals. 
They cradled two chubby little gods of war, born in- 
deed of women, but one fathered by the sun, the other 
by a wonderful waterfall. Their baskets both alike, 
“the footrests and the back battens made of sunbeams, 
the hoods of rainbow, the side strings of sheet light- 
ning, and the lacing strings of zigzag lightning—the 
covering for one child a black cloud; for the other 
rain.” 

“A basket nest cunningly wrought after the fashion 
of a butterfiy’s cradle, fastened to a small frame of 
wickerwork,” a writer picturesquely describes the 
baby basket for the flesh-and-blood papoose, and 
goes on to speak of the mother love wrapped up in it 
in the following tender fashion: “Taught by the ori- 
ole, the Indian mother lines the nest with down of 
milkweed and soft fibers, but prouder or less wary than 
the bird, she decorates it outwardly with bright feath- 
ers and strings of tiny shells. When she travels, the 
precious basket is strapped to her back, and she never 
parts with it unless her baby dies, the empty basket 
being then hung above its grave.” | 

The cradle basket is not the only basket found in an 
Indian cemetery. Among many tribes, a basket filled 
with food is placed on a grave at the time of burial to 
appease the hunger of the spirit should he linger upon 
the earth a while before entering the happy hunting 
grounds. Again, a basket is considered the most suit- 
able, the most honorable tribute that can decorate the 
grave of a squaw. 
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In connection with this last custom, we have a de- 
scription of a curious old cemetery in the vicinity, of 
the present Santa Barbara, the whole conspicuously 
decorated with whalebone, graves of the men apart from 
those of the women, at each grave a painted pole, the 
man’s totem of the dead bearing floating locks of hair, 
the woman's a grass basket of her handiwork. 

Even some of the most conventionalized designs of 
Indian basketry have a story, a romance, a poetic in- 
spiration, for their origin. 

Cloud and sunshine, lightning and rain, mountains, 
lakes and rivers, animal legends, myths of men and 
“gods, dramatic fragments of tribal history, all are rep- 
resented, though frequently the unimaginative white 
man needs a key to unlock the symbol. 

A case in romantic point. A basket with a large star 
surrounded by lesser stars was woven by an Indian 
woman whose husband had heen murdered before her 
eves because the padre had told her that he whom she 
mourned had gone up where the stars were, and she 
had worked them in the basket that she might see 
them in the daytime as well as at night 

The color red, symbolizing the blood, the life, of man 
is very sacred among the Indians, and stands for bra- 
very; yellow for success and gaiety: blue cunning and 
perfidy; green discretion and watchfulness: white for 
riches and generosity, while frequently these charac-

Sometimes, the shape of the basket is as significant 
as the design or color, as in the case of a basket in- 
tended to bear gifts in the form of a heart to symbolize 
the feeling of the giver. 

Last but by no means least, there is the romance of 
association that many Indian baskets have acquired by 
their exclusive use in some ceremonial. 

The best known, the one strongest in its human ap- 
peal, is the marriage basket. On the wedding night, 
friends and relatives gather at the lodge of the bride. 
The women of her family prepare a corn-meal porridge 
and pour it into the sacred basket. Frequently, the 
sacred blue pollen of the larkspur is sprinkled over the 
top in some symbolic pattern. The bride and groom 
sit facing each other, the wedding basket of porridge 
between them and a gourd of water beside them. The 
groom passes the gourd to the bride, who pours water 
over his hands. After he washes them, he takes the 
gourd and pours water on her hands. Then following

the most vicious serpents, while in the harvest festi- 
val of the Rain Cloud clan among the Hopi Indians 
about forty women basket throwers personify “the mys- 
tic ancestral mothers of the clan, their good gifts rain,

DESTROYING BANK 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM—METHOD ADOPTED BY 
GERMAN IMPERIAL PRINTERS. 


fSt. Martin le Grand.) As the great difficulty which 
most people meet with in regard to bank notes is that 
of being able to keep them, it will probably come as a 
surprise to many to learn there are yet others for 
whom the difficulty is how to get rid of them. Yet this 
is quite true in the case of those who have to destroy 
in bulk paper which has been used as representing 
money values. The difficulties entailed in destroying 
such paper are well illustrated in a very interesting 
article upon paper destruction by the German imperial! 
printers. 

In the case in point the difficulties experienced by the 
imperial printers are further increased by the necegsity 
of coping with very large quantities of waste, for in 
addition to that arising from printing there is also that 
of stamp paper spoiled in the gumming as well as faulty 
water-marked paper. 

The methods previously available were three burning, 
boiling and pulping In the first process it has been 
found that even where a special furnace has been used 
it has not unfrequently happened that while the outer 
parts of the packets were destroyed some of the con- 
tents were not even singed. In the case of stamps or 
gummed paper, the matter was still worse, for the 
packets baked together into solid blocks, the interiors 
of which were quite intact. 

In the second process the paper for destruction is 
placed in iron boilers; lye is added and the contents 
then subjected to the prolonged action of steam. As a 
destructive process for small quantities this is quite 
effectual, as is also that of pulping, a process in which 
the paper is cut up by revolving knives in water. In 
both of these cases there is, however, another difficulty, 
that of disposing of the product. It cannot easily be 
sold, it will not pay to transport, and on hand the 
sodden stodgy mass quickly goes bad. 

The German imperia! printers therefore decided to 
try a new way—grinding it up dry. To this end they 
installed a 40-horse power Schlagkreuz mill, which by 
a process of hurling, crushing and tearing reduces the 
paper to an almost powder-like form in which it passes 
through a sieve into a collecting chamber beneath the 
mill ready for packing. This. however, was accompa- 
nied by a very objectionable feature, especially when 
dealing with gummed paper in the grinding—such a 
dust was createi that though the workmen engaged 
wore protectors, it yet persistently filled and blocked 
their eyes and nostrils. 

As the work of packing was on this account not only 
unhealthy, unwillingly performed and also uneconomi- 
cal, efforts were made to find some mechanical means 
of doing it. Simple as this had seemed at the outset, 
later it appeared a problem almost insurmountable. 
Difficulty after difficulty arose. Among such may be 
mentioned that a spiral feeder having been devised it 
was found that the paper would sometimes form into 
balls solid as blocks of wood, which defied the efforts to 
move them of a 20-horse-power motor. Nevertheless 
this difficulty was ultimately overcome. 

The imperial printers, therefore, are now to be con- 
gratulated upon possessing a machine perfect in its 
kind. It takes the paper, grinds it up to any size de- 
sired and bags it. Finally though the paper in this 
form fetches but little on account of its consequent 
shortness of fiber, the mill is yet not only paying off 
the initial outlay but is also saving some £50 a year 
in workmen’s wages. 


Snowsheds of Concrete. 

“Railways in the West are preparing to build im+ 
mense snowsheds of concrete this summer wherever 
there is any possibility of a repetition of the recent 
disastrous snowslides on lines in the West, when trains 
were swept from their tracks, killing scores of passen- 
gers,” said Henry Gruber, an engineer of the Northern 
Pacific Railway. : 

“The Northern Pacific has many dangerous passes in 
the Cascade and Rocky Mountains, where snowslides 
are a constant menace in winter to the passenger traf- 
fic. There are many similar danger spots along the 
line of the Canadian Pacific. At most of these places 
the railways have long wooden snowsheds, but these 
have not proved effective in preventing accidents. In 
many cases avalanches and immense snowslides have 
swept these structures completely away, though they 
were built of the most massive timbers that could be 
obtained. 

“The roads have learned that wooden structures 
won't do, so this summer all these snowsheds are to be 
replaced with great concrete structures which will be 
built so strong and enduring that even a cyclone would 
not be able to budge them. People in the Bast who 
have never seen one of the snowstorms of the Rocky 
Mountains have no idea of the immense mass of snow 
that covers everything, and they cannot conceive of 
the violence of an avalanche.”—[{Washington Post. 
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Senate’s New Nestor. 
THE LirrLeE GIANT FROM MAINE, 
WILLIAM IP, FRYE.

T HE little giant of the Republicans, William Pierce 


Frye, will be handed the hallowed mantle of the 

Senate’s nestor when it is doffed by his retiring 
colleague, Eugene Hale of Maine. And thus the honor 
will remain to the Pine Tree State, which believes in 
keeping experienced men upon the seats of the mighty 
in Washington. 

In other words, Senator Frye will become the rank- 
ing Senator in point of length of service, which is the 
all potent factor in determining the usefulness of an 
upper house member. He has but a measly eleven 
days behind his fellow Fox in his race for the prize, 
Mr. Hale having entered the Senate March 4, 1881, and 
Mr. Frye having taken his seat there on the 15th of the 
same month. So the two Maine Senators virtually be- 
gan their upper house service together. 

The little giant already holds the record for continu- 
ous service in Congress, by which we include both 
Houses. He took his seat as a Representative _— 
than thirty-nine years ago, and has had a seat amon 
the legislators of the United States Capitol ever since. 
Truly enough Shelby M. Cullom of Ilinois had entered 
the House six years previously, but he was out of Con- 
gress a dozen years before returning to the Senate, 
and Eugene Hale, who had taken his seat in the lower 
chamber one Congress ahead of his Pine Tree neigh- 
bor, was two years in private life between his leaving 
the House and entering the Senate. 


Time Has Touched Lightly. 


Seventy-eight years have not found the snow of old 
age—only the frost of middle life—upon the head of 
William Pierce Frye. To look.at him from the Senate 
gallery, you would not rate him a jot above 60. Nor 
is his smal!) stature apparent until you actually com- 
pare him with other men standing near him. The great 
depth and volume of his voice, the ruggedness of his 
frame and features and the generous size of his head 
give the illusion that he is above the average stature. 

His deep forehead shelves out into great arbital 
prominences which, with their bushy—almost fierce— 
brows, with deep frown furrows between, give an ex- 
pression of austerity. His nose is prominent, broad and 
combative and his long upper lip is covered by a stub- 
ble of gray, while his mouth is determined and his 
chin heavily knobbed. 

It is the face of a soldier, a mien firm yet kindly, 
one which would forbid familiarity from men, yet invite 
the confidence of little children—a rare combination. 

Such is the exterior of the man who has long been 
recognized as the most skillful parliamentarian upon 
the Republican side of the Senate. As a result of this 
mastery, he has been president pro tempore of the Sen- 
ate ever since his party got control of the upper cham- 
ber during the last Cleveland administration. The 
president pro tempore is the understudy of the Vice- 
President of the United States, and stands in readiness 
to preside over the Senate in case of the falling off of 
that fifth wheel of the coach of state. He has actively 
presided over three Congresses, those during the va- 
cancy of the Vice-Presidency, due to the death of Mr. 
Hobart and to Mr. Roosevelt's succession to the Presi- 
dency. None of his predecessors has held his office for 
so great a number of successive Congresses. 

Away down in Western Maine and nearly against the 
New Hampshire line starts the town of Fryeburg. This 
and considerable of the county round was a public 
grant to Gen. Joseph Frye in recognition of his mili- 
tary services during the revolutionary war. This pa- 
triot father was the Maine Senater’s great-great-grand- 
father, and it is somewhat of a coincidence that he, 
too, was the colleague of a Hale—Robert Hale, who 
commanded a British regiment in the capture of Louis- 
burg, in 1745. This Hale, in whose regiment Joseph 
Frye was an ensign, was not, however, an ancestor of 
Senator Hale, but of the late Edward Everett Hale. 


Killed His Indian Captor. 


This Joseph Frye was captured in the French and 
Indian War, where he fought as a colonel, and the 
French placed him in charge of an Indian, but he killed 
the red man and made his-.eseape, living to receive the 
commission of major-general in the revolution eighteen 
years later. Upon his grant of land he built a home- 
stead, but some of his descendants found their way 
forty miles eastward, in Lewiston. It was here that 
Senator Frye was born, and when he first saw the light 
Shelby M. Cullom, next in line for the mantle of the 
Senate's nestor, was a child of a year and ten months; 
James G. Blaine, an infant of a year and seven months, 
and Chester A. Arthur, a babe of eleven months. James 
A. Garfield was born when: young Frye was seven 
weeks old, and Benjamin Harrison when he was two 
years old, Joseph G. Cannon when be was nearly 4, 
Eugene Hale when he was nearly 5, Grover Cleveland 
when he was five and a half, Tom Reed when he was 8, 
Aldrich when he was 10, and MeKinley when he was 11 

Senutor Frye admits that he was not a very good 
boy at school, He was too full of animal spirits in 
those days to make a student, although he retained a 
fair enough standing in class to get into Bowdoin and 
get his sheepskin there when only 19. Traditions of 
his infractions of college discipline, of his valiant lead- 
ership of the college forces in battles royal against 
gangs of untutored town boys and vf his part in per- 
sonal encounters with his school mates stil! linger 
about the halls of his venerable alma mater, and are 
quoted to his discomfiture by his numerous grandsons, 


after leaving college he was placed under the appren- 
tieeship of Senator William Pitt Fessenden, the great 
anti-slavery Whig, in whose office he commenced his 
study of Blackstone and the other text-books of the 
law. When he read or heard Fessenden’'s stirring 
speeches he dreamed of going to the Senate himself 
some day, but these dreams were as yet but vague and 
hazy. | 

He began his practice when 21, and the same year 
married Miss Caroline Frances Speare, who had been 
his companion and helpmeet for nearly forty-eight 
years, when she died in 1900. The same year that 
young Frye first hung out his shingle, Cullom went to 
Springfield to begin the study of the law, and Cannon— 
a lad of 17—was spending his third year behind the 
counter of a Hoosier country store. 

Young Frye was biessed with a fine voice, which car- 
ried well in the capacious Supreme Courtroom of An- 
droscoggin county. He also had the gift of eloquence, and 
increasing crowds came to hear the arguments in the 
cases In which he was of counsel. So in 1861, when he 
was barely 30, his neighbors sent him up to the Legis- 
lature. He went back the next year and agaift in 1867, 
when Hale made his entry. Meanwhile, Frye had been 
a Presidential elector in 1864, and had been elected 
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Mayor of Lewiston in 1866. Within these same half- 
dozen years, since 1861, Cannon had been distinguish- 
ing himself as State’s Attorney in Illinois, Aldrich had 
been fighting with the Union army, and Cullom, after 
making his mark in the Illinois Legsiature, with one 
term as Speaker, had gone to Washington to sit in the 
national House. 

Within the year 1867-Frye held the three offices of 
State Legislator, Mayor ahd Attorney-General. The last 
appointment was a big thing for a young man only 36. 
He held it for three years, when a still greater honor 
was to be in store for him. . 

This was an election to Congress, and he got it w 
still om the sunny side of 40. When he entered the 
House his Maine neighbor, Hale, was just beginning his 
second term and Cullom of Illinois had just retired from 
Congress after serving three years. Cannon was 
practicing law in Illinois and was not to come to the 
House until two years later, while Aldrich had just 
commenced a term as president of the Providence Com- 
mon Council. 


Was Biaine’s Understudy. 


Biaine had been Speaker in the previous Congress, 
and Frye’s first act in the House was to vote for the re- 
election of his friend from Maine. That Plumed Kuight 
and man of magnetism was again victorious, and Frye 
became his chief supporter on the floor, helping to re- 
elect him to preside over the House in the succeeding 
Congress, when Joseph G. Cannon made his first entry 
into the House, with him coming at the same time 
Julius Caesar Burrows of Michigan (now in the Sen- 
ate) and Stephen B. Elkins, then a delegate from the 
Territory of New Mexico, but now Senator from West 
Virginia. . 

That man who was destined to be such a great power 
in the Senate, Nelson W. Aldrich, entered the House 
after Frye had been there eight years, and with the 
Rhode Islander came at that time Gen. Henry Harrison 
Bingham of Pennsylvania, who has since remained and 
who, by virtue of his having seen the longest continu- 
ous service in the lower chamber, is now known as the 
“father of the House,” a title which would belong to 
Speaker Cannon had he not been defeated once for re- 
election—in 1890.

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Desert Plant Life. 

- INTERESTING STUDY AT CARNEGIE 
LABORATORY IN ARIZONA. 

tr By a Special Contributor. 


SHORT distance from Tucson, Ariz., in the midst 


of a desert growth of cactus and other harsh and 

forbidding plants peculiar to the Southwest, is 
located the Carnegie Desert Laboratory, an institution 
that will amply repay a visit on the part of the scien- 
tifically-inclined tourist. 

The desert laboratory is part of the great Carnegie 
Institution, which is accomplishing so much for sci- 
ence in various fields of research. It was established 
in 1903, for the purpose of studying plant life of the 
desert, and the results are certain to be of great bene- 
fit to humanity. “Dry farmers” are demonstrating that 
the unwatered plains region of.the Rockies is capable 
of producing crops, whereas twenty years ago that por- 
tion ef the country was regarded as a desert. If drouth- 
resisting plants can be developed, further increasing the 
productivity of lands that are now barren or sparsely 
productive, the food problem of the world will be ad- 
vanced materially toward solution. 


Frederick V. Colville, botanist of the Department of 
Agriculture, at whose suggestion the Carnegie Desert 


are being grouped and studied. One of the most inter- 
esting and vital experiments is the study of water-stor- 
| ing plants. It has been known for years that certain 
plants have great capacities for storing moisture, this 
reserve being drawn upon to sustain the plant in time 
of long-continued drouth. In Mexico the “barrel cac- 
tus” contains so much water that the natives frequently 
cut the top from the plant and refresh themselves from 
the water found in. the interior of the great plant. 
Some of these water-storing plants were collected and 
stored at the Carnegie Desert Laboratory at the outset 
of the work there, and with a view to ascertaining how 
long the plant growths would flourish without addi- 
tional moisiure. The plants for sevep years have put 
forth shoots and Jeaves at the beginning of each rainy 
season, drawing on their stores of water and apparently 
showing no signs of dissolution. 

The experts from the Carnegie Desert Laboratory 
made a thorough investigation of the great Salton Ba- 
sin before the overflow which completely inupdated 
that country a few years ago. Since the repair of the 
leak that sent the flood waters of the Colorado River 
into the Salton Basin, a process of evaporation has 
been going on, and it is estimated that in a few years 
the basin will be arid once more. This affords the bo- 
tanical experts, a rare chance to study the changes 
wrought in the desert growth of the basin, as compared 
with the results secured before the great influx of 
moisture took place. 

In the Colorado Desert the Carnegie experts have been 
enabled to carry out some interesting and valuable ob-

CARNEGIE DESERT LABORATORY. 


Laboratory was founded, with Dr. D. T. MacDougal, 
made probably the first investigation of the desert pop- 
ularly known as Death Valley. Several years before 
«the founding of the desert laboratory, he penetrated 
Death Valley. Many interesting and valuable discover- 
ies were made during this investigation. In fact, Dr. 
Coville’s trip practically laid the foundation of the des- 
ert laboratory, as it was demonstrated that the subject 
of plant life in the desert demanded patient investiga- 
tion. Dr. MacDougal made a series of experiments at 
Turkey Tanks, on the western edge of the malpais, or 
lava desert, near the little Colorado River, east of Flag- 
staff, Ariz!, in 1898. Later when these two botanists 
made the tour that resulted in the establishment of the 
desert laboratory at Tucson, they journeyed to the des- 
ert regions of Western Texas, New Mexico, Arizona 
and California, and spent some time investigating the 
sand dunes of Chihuahua, in Northern Mexico, on the 
old trail followed by the traders from Santa Fé. The 
outcome of this trip was the establishment of the labo- 
ratory at Tucson. 

The Carnegie Desert Laboratory is in an ideal place 
for carrying out botanical investigations in the desert— 
a field that has been almost entirely neglected, owing 
to the difficulties and hardships that have beset expedi- 
tions. The laboratory is located immediately west of 
Tucson. The citizens of that ancient and most inter- 
esting city aided materially in establishing the labora- 
tory, giving title to the 860 acres on which the labora- 
tory is located and aiding materially in other ways. 

The land in which the laboratory is located is typi- 
eal of the desert country of Arizona. It is incapable of 
being irrigated, which is an important point, inasmuch 
as irrigation ditches in the vicinity might render ex- 
periments valueless, owing to dampness caused by seep- 
age. Tumanroc Hill rises to a height of 800 feet over 
the lower mesas in the immediate vicinity of the labo- 
ratory, giving a wide altitudinous diversity, which is 
most essential, as the growth of the desert plants is 
found to vary greatly in accordance with altitude. 

The laboratory itself is of unique construction. It is 
completely equipped with all scientific botanical instru- 
ments and meteorological instruments. A feature is a 
temperature chamber, dug in the exact center under the 
building. This chamber is gix by six feet, with an air 
space of brick all about it, and with an entrance so 
constructed that one can enter the chamber without 
creating any disturbing air currents. The top of the 
chamber is insulated, and exact records of the tempera- 
ture can be secured. 

The work of investigation is not confined to the vi- 
cinity of Tucson, but is being carried on in all parts 
of the Southwest. Expeditions are being constantly 


sent out, and visiting scientists join many of these ex- 
cursions. All classes and conditions of desert plants 


servations concerning alkali-resistant plants. At Sal- 
ton, which lies on the edge of the salt flat, near sev- 
eral alkaline springs, plants are growing from soil that 
is heavily encrusted with salt and alkali. 

The palm groves of the Colorado desert, near Indio, 
Offersa special field of investigation. The parched 
slopes of the foothills of the San Bernardino Mountains 
seem incapable of supporting any life, but within the 
mouths of some of the cafions occur groves of a native 
palm. Thousand Palm Cafion, near the desert settle- 
ment of Indio, affords an astounding example of desert 
growth. ‘In this cafion are many palms, which, at full 
maturity, are fifty feet high and have trunks two feet 
in diameter. Most of the old trunks are apparently 
blackened by fire. The dead leaves of the younger 
trees are folded downward, and sometimes form a cylin- 
drical mass eight feet in diameter. As the trees grow 
taller these dead leaves fall to the ground, leaving a 
naked trunk, with a collar of green leaves at the top. 
These trees grow in clay, encrusted with alkali. 

To determine the changes wrought by different alti- 
tudinous and climatic conditions, various species of des- 
ert plants have been transferred from one part of the 
country to another, and the changes are being recorded 
with scrupulous care. Smal] plantations have been 
established in different spots, to observe minor details 
of meteorology, etc. One of these plantations is at 
Cinchona, Jamaica. American water cress, growing 
near Lake Champlain in three feet of water, has been 
transferred to the desert plantation at Jamaica. Sweep- 
ing changes are being wrought in the plant, owing to 
the transfer, all of which changes are being minutely 
recorded for the benefit of science. 

Some important studies in transportation, to deter- 
mine the water relations of the desert region, are be- 
ing made; also experiments to determine the relations 
of desert plants to light and humidity. Delicate re- 
cording apparatuses have been established at different 
points to note the differences between the temperatures 
of the soil and of the air. At the laboratory there is an 
automatic rain meter, the weight of the water doing 
its own recording. 

Exploration and utilization of desert areas have led 
te the abandonment of the term desert to all the re- 
gions in the West once known as the “Great American 
Desert,” except those about the lower Colorado River 
and near Great Salt Lake. In fact, humanity has been 
encroaching more and more on the unwatered portions 
of the West, and it is predicted that in time even the 
total deserts will sustain a population, like the Desert 
of Sahara, which is populated by over 2,000,000 people. 

The work of the Carnegie Desert Laboratory will in- 
crease in importance as the tide of civilization ap-

In an interval of general conversation Mr. Emerson 
learned that a department of law was to be established 
in the university the following year, and that about half 
the young men about him expected to make the practice 
of ldw their profession.

“The practice of law is largely a needless profession, 
given its opportunity by the folly and greed of men.

We, as a nation, are in their hands: and it is very 
proper, on being admitted to practice, that they should 
take a solemn oath to support the constitution of the 
country, and to promote the welfare of their fellow- 
citizens.” Then lifting his head and flashing upon us 
a look of intense earnestness, he continued: “But, 
young gentlemen, several tendencies are becoming man- 
ifest, in the practice of law, that portend great danger. 
These are specious pleas in defense of criminals, tech- 
nical delays and trivial grounds for appeals and new 
trials, and overzealous defense of wealthy wrongdoers. 
Not long ago a discharged servant returned to his em- 
ployer’s home and brutally murdered him and his whole 
family. This servant was a man of mature years and 
previous good record. An able lawyer, now in the Uni- 
ted States Senate, and a probable candidate for the 
Presidency, set up in his behalf the plea of emotional 
insanity and, by his ability and eloquence, secured his 
acquittal. He was not insane, unless we are all insane 
when we are angry. 

“Cases are delayed and trials postponed on every con- 


Heved by family to be dead, afd 
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| ceivable technicality, till witnesses disappear, the pub- 
lic loses interest, and conviction becomes impossible. 
Wealthy violators of law too often, by the efforts of 
cunning and conscienceless attorneys, are able to escape 
punishment; and both respect for the law and confi- 
dence in those who practice it are undermined. If these 
tendencies are not checked, the time must come when 
men will take the execution of law into their own 
hands. It rests with lawyers, the men who control in 
Legislatures and in courts—with young men like your- 
selves (for we must look to young men for reform)— 
to correct these evil tendencies.” 


He paused, and for some time there was absolute 
silence. The group of students turned their eyes to 
Judge Lawrence in mute appeal, but his eyes were half- 
closd and and turned to the ceiling, at that. Finally 
one of the embryo lawyers broke the silence. 


“But, Mr. Emerson, a man accused of crime is pre- 
sumed to be innocent till convicted, and it is proper 
and honorable, is it not, for an attorney to accept his 
case and do what he can for him?” 


With an indulgent smile Mr. Emerson turned to him, 
Saying: “The phrase with which your question closes 
is not sufficiently specific. For a lawyer to do what he 
can for his client may lead to the doing of something 
that never should be done. A thief who had stolen 
wheat and sold it was caught, an hour later, with the 
price of the wheat in his pocket and scattered grains 
still in his wagon. His case was called in court late in 
a summer afternoon. A jury was secured and a wit- 
ness called and sworn. Then the defending counsel 
asked to see the indictment. The document could not 
be found that evening nor the next morning, and the 
defense asked for an acquittal, since the court records 
showed no charge against him, The thief was re- 
examined, a new indictment had to be drawn, and the © 
trial set for the next term of court. The lawyer had 
done what he could for his client—he had stolen the 
indictment. 

“An accused person has a right to a fair trial, and his 
counsel, even believing him guilty, should guard his 
interests jealously, see that all his rights are main- 
tained, and that only just and reasonable penalties are 
imposed. Beyond these duties, it seems to me, an at- 
torney, regardful of his oath and his conscience, should 
not go.” 

After some minutes of general conversation, Mr. Mil- 
ler, a prospective lawyer, asked this question: 
“Granted that, after some years of study, a young man 
has acquired such a general knowledge of law that he 
can intelligently study the cases brought to him, how 
can he so conduct himself as to most certainly suc- 
ceed ?” 

Mr. Emerson turned to his hostess and smilingly 
said: “I think your young friends promise to succeed 
admirably in examining witnesses.” Then, sliding 
down a little in his great easy chair, throwing one leg 
over the other to secure greater ease, he spoke very 
slowly, often pausing between his sentences. 


“Succss—genuine success—is dependent on charac- 
ter and manners; perhaps I should say on character as 
revealed in manners. For, as a rule, the real man is 
discovered in these external manifestations. Perfect 
manners flow out from the heart, and from a right sense 
of personal worth. Hence men of noble birth and most 
careful training, lacking this fundamental element, are 
boors: while men born in lowliest station, having this, 
take highest rank. A man is most truly well mannered 
when he forgets himself for others; for the highest | 
courtesy involves this Christian precept. Acting on 
this principle you may sometimes be duped; but you 
will be casting bread upon the waters, to be returned 
‘after many days.’ Always keep promises, but often 
refuse to make them. A firm refusal makes fewer ene- 
mies than a reluctant promise unredeemed. [If you 
render service to others, outside your professional du- 
ties, do not so render it as to make the recipient seem 
ungrateful if no return be made. People who can be te 
justly charged with ingratitude speedily become ene- 
mies. For yourselves, accept as few favors as possible; 
be under obligation to none—rescue yourselves from 
your own difficulties.” 


Here Mrs. Lawrence asked: “What will you say as 
to the lawyer’s relation to politics?” After a long wait 
Mr. Emerson answered her: 


“T have said that as a people, a nation, we are in the 
hands of the lawyers’’—hesitatingly—“and perhaps we 
can be in no better hands.” Then lifting himself from 
a half-recumbent position in his easy chair, and in- 
cluding us all in a glance, he said: “If politics gets 
in your way, as lawyers you need not run away from 
it, nor should it be worth while to run after it. You 
should be, as attorneys, among the best and most 
useful citizens; and, if men seek you for official posi- 
tion, serve, if you can afford to; but serve, rememe- 
ber, the people, not yourselves. If the time ever comes, 
and I fear it is coming, when men shall strive for office 
for purely personal and selfish reasons, then we may 
look for corruption of voters, scandals in official admin- 
istration, and a general debasement of governmental 
functions. If you go into the profession, young gen- 
tlemen, remember that good government and publie 
safety rest with such as you, and never forget your re- 
sponsibilities.” 

Mr. Emerson pronounced these sentences with a sol- 
emnity that made a deep impression upon us. Mrs. 
Lawrence, evidently realizing that the climax of the 
evening had come, rose saying, as she did so: “We 
may wisely close with these words in our memories.” 

As we were ready to depart, Mr. Emerson said to us: 
“This may be my last lecturing tour; perhaps we shall | 


not meet again. Probably, however, I shall hear of 
some of you. At all events, I shall remember our even- 
ing together with a pleasure fully equal to your profit.

A POET’s SYMPHONY OF THE OR- 
ANGE GROVES.

WAS only in the middle of an orange grove, but I 
felt as if I had taken furnished rooms in a box of 
candy. Swe-e-e-t! Only, this orange-sweetness did 

not cloy. The trees were burdened with bloom, and as 
not all the ripe fruit had been.gathered yet the effect 
may be said to have been at once artistic and appetiz- 
ing. Certainly an orange grove in April is all that one 
of Dickens's youthful characters says of “chicking 
fried"’—it is ‘eavenly. 

One morning | carried a rug and some cushions out 
under one of the trees, where | remained for a blissful 
two hours. The sky was as blue as—well, there is noth- 
ing much left in the line of blue-comparatives when one 
rejects “turquoise,” “sapphire,” “indigo,” and the sadly- 
overworked sea, so I will stay my metaphors and say 
merely that the sky was exceeding blue. The trees had 
a dusky, velvety greenness against it, and in the soft 
distances between them appeared the mountains as 
mistily purple as—well, as ever. The drone of “innu- 
merable bees” was there, and the fluting of a meadow 
lark, the scent of the white blossoms above and around, 
and such stillness pervading the whole place as one 
sometimes imagines, in chance moments of city pes- 
simism, is not to be discovered this side of the Styx. 
A picturesque Cholo orange picker was at work near by, 
and whenever he reset his long ladder against the thick 
foliage, he did it in a literal shower of waxen bloom. 
I watched him snip off the golden globes of fruit with 
his shears and drop them into the great open-mouthed 
canvas sack suspended from his shoulders, then empty 
them into the boxes beneath the tree, while the blue 
smoke from his inevitable cigarette curled lazily up- 
ward, like a floating fragment of the mountain mist. 


It is a luxurious thing to watch somebody else at work 
on @ warm morning when one is disinclined toward ex- 
ertion himself. It rests one through the imagination 
as well as through the body. I was thoroughly happy 
that morning, or would have been if the fox terrier had 
left me alone. He, however, had developed a strange 
passion for me as sudden and as fervent as the April 
summer to which we were being treated—I wonder if 
it was the orange blossoms affecting his canine heart ?— 
but a passion, alas! hopeless, for I knew I could never 
be more than a casual friend to him. I discouraged him 
gently at first, but he only clung the closer, with the 
irritating fondness which has made the dog a universal 
type of servile faithfulness. While under the orange 
tree I had to club him off with a smal) stick in order 
to obtain respite from his moist caresses. After such 
application of the rod he would retire a few feet and 
fix his eyes upon me with an assurance of undying de- 
votion long-drawn-out as the sweetness of the flowers 
above me; then when I was busy with my pencil again, 
would craw! up surreptitiously and lay his humble head 
against my unfeeling shoe. Touching? Yes—very. 
Quite too much so for a warm day. Long-distance 
affection, generally, has its advantages in hot weather. 

The day grew so exceedingly warm toward noon that 
the orange odors drawn out by the heat hung in the air 
almost like a curtain. To remain in the sun was equiv- 
alent to taking a vapor bath of perfume, or like being 
drenched in a distillate of Persian love songs too ar- 
dent for occidental senses. I retreated to the screen 
porch, where the tiny flying insects bred of the untimely 
summer ceased from troubling and the skin not wish- 

‘ing to wear “the shadow’'d livery of the burnished sun” 
might find protection. Here al] would have been well 
had not Percival, the great black cat, sought with lov- 
ing insistence to share my chair with me. Surely, the 
orange blossoms were affecting all the beasts of the 
field that day. I have heard of things that were “hotter 
than Dutch love,’ but I defy anything to outclass Per- 
cival and his affection. He was a peripatetic, purring- 
voiced furnace, and he raised the temperature so per- 
ceptibly that I had to steel] my heart against his soft 
blandishments and cuff him off even as I had the ter- 
rier. (How sad to have to cuff anything named Perci- 
val!) Love is all very well, but love without discre- 
tion is much like lemonade with the lemon omitted. We 
fair-skinned peoples who claim to lead the world in in- 
tellectual affairs dwell only in the semi-tropics of the 
affections anyway, as in the ‘temperate zones of our 
physical sphere. It takes the swarthy Othellos, Moroc- 
cos—and Percivals—of the race to love perpetually at a 
hundred degrees Fahrenheit. 

When it grew coo! enough I returned to the outdoors, 
to the garden of carnations and roses with the orange 
trees for a background. Twilight refined all the odors 
of the flowers. The delicious sweetness from the or- 
ange trees! It did seem almost as tangible—as eat- 
able—as the fruit itself. 

I watched the packing of that golden Jovian fruit one 
day, personally conducted from the basement of the 
packing-house, where the loose pieces of pine board are 
made up into boxes by a wonderful machine which turns 
them out complete in less time than it takes to tell, up 
to where the fruit gathered by the Cholo pickers Is first 
brought in, weighed, washed, dried, sorted, wrapped, 
packed, covered, and stowed on to qa freight car. It was 
amazing to see the amount of work the orange business 
involves. I had supposed that it was mostly poetry— 
forgetting for the moment that poetry, too, is mostly 
work. The purely mechanical part of the handling of 
the fruit—the washing of it in a trough with spraying 
water on great revolving spiral brushes, the carrying 
of it up to the drying cradles open to the warm, sweet 
air by a strange sort of collapsible stairway, and the 
rolling of it down long overhead “flumes” to the sort- 
ing tables—is the lesser part. It takes intelligence and 
auman hands to separate the good fruit from the bad,

The girls and men work with great speed, good pack- 
ers averaging between seventy and eighty boxes in a 
day. One of the girls told me afterward that she had 
done seventy-nine boxes the day before, and had made 
$60 out of the previous three weeks’ work. That is good 
pay, considering the absence of expense in preparation. 
As she talked | noticed that her right hand was stained 
scarlet. It was from the labels on the silk-paper wrap- 
pers put around each piece of fruit. The season is 
nearly over in April. The Washington navels are prac- 
tically gone, and as this girl said, they were “running 
bloods and St. Michaels now.” “Bloods and St. Mi- 
chaels”—it sounded delightfully piratical—suggestive of 
romances of “the Spanish main.” 

The office part of the orange work is a thousand times 
more complicated than the packing process. The fruit 
is accounted for first as to class, that is, according to 
the Iris, Violet, and Jasmine brands, as they are desig- 
nated; and each of the hundred and a half of growers’ 
records is kept separately. It is again graded as to size 
~and there are many sizes—and paid for by weight— 
and even the “culls,” the out-caste members which are 
sold in lots to the itinerant ““‘Dago” vender, have to be 
figured out as to the fraction of a cent they bring in the 
market. I would not

road. In the early mornings they loom strange and 
black against the brightening east and seem to be peer- 
ing over the mountain tops to catch the first gleam of 
the sun. I rose between 5 and 6 one morning and took 
a run down the road to the point where a certain long 
and ancient row of cypresses ends. 

The aif was wonderful, and when I reached that open 
space I found the early sunlight, tender and fresh and 
golden, lying on a broad green field of wheat edged on 
the farther side with the splendid black oaks. The 
mountains rose beyond, all pink and violet in the lovely 
new light, and the pines on their ridges stood out with 
singular distinctness. Just at that corner where the 
cypresses turn and march along another road, I found 
a glowing bush of Gold-of-Ophir roses growing between 
two of those big, rough, dusty trees, its blossom-laden 
runners swinging from and twining around the shaggy 
branches. It looked like a_ beautiful child playing 
around its tough-fisted, jumper-clad father as he started 
off early to work. I couldn't resist that bush. There is 
magnetism in Gold-of-Ophir. I deliberately crossed the 
irrigating ditch to where I could reach the ravishing, 
glowing things, and broke off a good-sized cluster to 
carry back for the breakfast table. Surely it isn’t 
criminal to partake of such wayside largess, even 
though one does not hunt down the man of the prem- 
ises and secure his permission. If it is, then the person 
who planted the bush in so theft-provoking a place is 
at least guilty of contributory negligence.

Santa Fé’s extreme age and many associations of the 
past make it a city with many peculiar characteristics 
which have been antagonistic to development. Those 
Citizens of Mexican lineage have been content with 
the “mafiana,”’ or tomorrow, policy. 
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band of Spanish explorers came upon the Indian pueblo, 
a village which was given the name of La Ciudad Real 
de la Santa Fé de San Francisco, meaning “The Royal 
City of the Holy Faith of 8t. Francis,” the old city 
has been prominent in the making of thrilling but now 
ancient history. 

It was in Old Santa Fé that in 1680 the Pueblo In- 
dians massacred the white settlers and burned the arch- 
ives and historica! records of the province; that De Var- 
gas, the Spanish explorer, halted in triumph after cap- 
turing the city from the Pueblos in 1698; that Gen. 
Kearney planted the Stars and Stripes in 1846. 

Santa Fé is wealthy in historical interest, and the 
old town has seemingly been contented with the fame 
of containing reiics of the past, each bringing to mem- 
ory some semi-weird or blood-curdling event. 

The Santa Fé of olden days is interesting, but this 
story is to portray the awakening to modern improve- 
ments and a revival of commercialism. However, to 
show the contrast between the antiquated conditions 
and the new life it will be necessary to refer to some 
of the city’s antique ideas and ancient history. 

Santa Fé has in the past be@n known only as an at- 
tractive spot for tourists. Until the last few years there 
were few modern structures. The old city was com- 
posed entirely of straggling aggregations of low, irregu- 
lar adobe huts, separated by narrow alleys. There are 
also many ruins of old tumbled-down adobes; here and 
there an antiquated church; now and then the ruins of 
an old fort. These monuments of the past age are 
now scattered everywhere throughout the modern city, 
and the tales that cling to them are of great interest. 

There is a striking contrast between the old and the 
new Santa Fé. The busy Americanized citizens are 
leaving behind the Mexican citizens—a class of people 
as antiquated in appearance and customs as were the 
early Spanish settlers three centuries ago. 

In the shadows of the adobe huts, probably built 300 
years ago, leather-faced old men stand or sit In vacuous 
idleness, while through the narrow streets burros loaded 
with firewood and farm truck drag themselves to and 
fro 


Being the first city of the Far West and the termimal 
of the Old Santa Fé Trail, it was only natural that 
Santa Fé should become a great and important com- 
mercial center of the Southwest. In the early days mer- 
chandise and wealth poured in over the historic Santa 
Fé trail to be distributed as far south as Mexico and as 
far west as the Colorado River. Santa Fé was the 
Mecca—the Great City of the West. She had come to 
the front under the Spanish, the Pueblo, the Mexican 
and American régimes. Santa Fé was overflowing with 
the spirit of enterprise, of great deeds, of wonderful ac- 
complishment. Famous men of that day, who gathered 
at “the Fonda,” a favorite building at the end of the 
Santa Fé trail, declared that Santa Fé would always be 
the great city of the West. With her wealth of history, 
romance and commercial activity Santa Fé seemed to 
be right at the front of the procession. 


This was the prosperous condition when in 1880 the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway entered Santa 
Fé county. Aggressive Santa Fé was not controlled by 
the brave warriors and famous frontiersmen who had 
made her history. At this time commercialism and po- 
litical trickery had gained power. The Santa Fé road 
wanted to build through Santa Fé, but the men who 
had grown wealthy through freighting merchandise 
across the plains saw an end to their bonanza in the 
advent of the railroad. They efused to give the rail- 
road right of way, refused to buy the railroad’s bonds, 
refused absolutely in every way to recognize the pro- 
gressive movement of the West.

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SHETLAND PONIES AT HOME. 


BARREN ISLANDS NORTH OF SCOTLAND IN WHICH 
LIERDS OF THEM RUN WILD. 


[New York Sun:] Away to the north of Scotland 
lies the group of islands in which the diminutive horses 
commonly called Shelties have their home. The Shet- 
lands are not all inhabited, some of the smaller islands 
being used merely as pasturage for a few sheep. There 
is little to attract either the agriculturist or the mer- 
chant, so progress is slow; the islanders till their land 
by old-fashioned methods, and many of them still have 
recourse to barter as a means of obtaining necessaries. 


To the lover of the beautiful and to the artist there 
is much to charm. Some perhaps would describe the 
islands as barren—but what barrenness! The coun- 
try, though destitute of trees, is so varied in the nature 
of its scenery that their absence in no way detracts 
from the general beauty of the landscape. 


Countless tarns, streams and lochs all serve to make 
the coloring of the heather-covered hills and the gloomy 
tints of*the moors stand out in pleasing contrasts, while 
near the sea bold cliffs tower over the blue waters, 
whose waves dash against their rocky sides. Overhead 
numerous sea birds circle on their way to their nests 
on the ledges. 

The largest island is known as the mainland, with a 
length of fifty-four miles and a width of twenty-one. 
The islands have a singularly mild and equable climate 
considering their exposed situation and compose one of 
the most healthful districts of Scotland; but even the 


chiefly to the New England and Middle States. 


most adventurous tourists seldom visit them, because a 
doubtful sea trip in a small steamer is necessary before 
they can be reached. 

Of the entire area of 551 square miles scarcely one- 
sixth is under cultivation, yet the Shetlanders manage 
to maintain something like 100,000 sheep, 20,000 cattle 
and 5000 of the famous ponies. The inhabitants are of 
Norse origin and in their speech and customs retain 
many of the characteristics of their forefathers. They 
support themselves chiefly by the herring and other 
fishing: industries. 

They cannot afford to give much feeding to their po- 
nies, so these hardy little animals run wild in herds on 
the hil’s or scatholds, picking up what food they can 
find. When the bleak wintry weather comes on fhey 
find their way down to the seashore, where they derive 
a scanty living from the seaweed which grows upon the 
rocks or has been left by the high autumn tides and 
freshened by melted snow or rain. At this time of 
year, too, they will gather in groups near the home- 
steads and are rewarded with an occasional] truss of 
hay. 

In spite of this precarious existence, the Shelties seem 
happy enough, and they are extremely hardy. They 
possess extraordinary strength for their size, being able 
to carry a man or woman with apparent ease for long 
distances. 

The little ponies, with their rough, shaggy coats and 
flowing manes and tails, seem somehow to suit their 
wild, rugged surroundings and the groups of them that 
are scaftered about add the needed life to the landscape. 

Perhaps it is a question of a survival of the fittest 
that makes these little creatures so very small, as 
horses of a larger type would be useless on the boggy 
moors or on the _ stony hillsides. They have been 
known to attain the age of thirty years and more, due 
probably tc the healthful mode of life which they were 
forced to adopt, for they were born in the fields and 
lived and died in them. 

The Shelties cannot be worked until they are three 
or four years old and do not reach maturity until they 
are eight or nine. Though occasionally employed in 
the Shetlands to draw carts, it Is as a saddle animal 
that the pony is most used. The natural pace is soft, 
the foothold is sure, the intelligence is great, and al- 
together the Sheltie is thoroughly well equipped for 
getting over moorland in which larger horses would 
founder. Autumn is the pony'’s happiest time in the 
islands, for then it is turned loose to enjoy itself in 
the fields after the harvest; but that happy period is 
of-brief duration, and after this gleaning the Sheltie re- 
turns to its hills and moors and makes the best of 
things through the hard months of the year. 

This little creature has an abiding fondness for chil- - 
dren, and it is a curious fact that boys and girls are 
better able to control him than their elders. His pop- 
ularity is universal, rising from the depths of the pit 
to the heights of the throne, for the late Queen Victo- 
ria, who spent much of her time in the north of Scot- 
land, showed a marked fancy for the Shetland pony. 
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A Chestnut Farmer. 
C. K. Sober, the paragon chestnut farmer of Irish 
Valley, Northumberland county, is spreading the chest- 
nut-growing cult beyond the borders of the Keystone 
State. He has shipped seven cars of trees from his 
Irish Valley farm this spring.

At present Mr. Sober has a corps of twenty men en- 
gaged in grafting seedling chestfut trees. Barring ac- 
cidents they will graft about 50,000 trees. The trees 
shipped vary in height from two and a half to ten feet. 
Two hundred and fifty of the larger trees, when prop- 
erly packed, fill a car, and 3000 to 5000 of the smaller 
sizes are required to make a carload.—[Philadelphia 
Record.

MORE FLOWERS IN BLOOM Now THAN 4! flesh.” A special, damp atmosphere must be created 


AT ANY OTHER TIME OF YEAR. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


LOWER gardens should now be at their best. True 
it is that the finest rose crop is gone; it was unusu- 
ally fine and very early this spring, but quickly 
succumbed to the first spell of hot weather. But the 
roses being past in no wise modifies the statement that 
the flower garden should be at its best, for in our fa- 
vored land, though the rose is queen, her subjects: are 
so numerous and her’ ladies-in-waiting so nearly rival 
Her Majesty that we scarcely miss her for the short 
period of retirement before the early summer crop as- 
serts itself. 
A few early flowers are past, a few late ones yet to 
come, but more flowers are now in bloom than at any

other time throughout the year. Later on the scorching 
sun and withering heat and drouth will render the con- 
ditions somewhat harder for floral development, and it 
is at such trying times that the skillful gardener shines 
in his resourcefulness. All flowers, whether on herb or 
tree, should be picked off so soon as they begin to fade 
or in most. cases they proceed to the seed stage, which 
is a greater tax on the vitality of plants than any other 
part of the process of reproduction. When flowers are 
removed, the remaining vigor, in nearly all ornamentals, 
goes to make more flowers. Not only does this husband 
the resources of plant life, but gives an improved ap- 
pearance to all plants. . 

Keep the spading fork, hoe, and the rake stirring and 
fining the soil and also destroying the weeds. Cultiva- 
tion will enable you to get along with less frequent 
waterings and also allow of better aération of the soil 
and furnish water to plants from below, the most natu- 
ral way to give them food and drink. Never turn over 
soil unless you turn something under that will be of 
benefit. It avails little merely to turn manure under, 
it should be thoroughly incorporated with the soil, and 
this may be accomplished only by manuring little and 
often. When soil is in good condition, a loose mulch of 
light material helps conserve th® soi] moisture and keep 
the soll cool and lessens the demand for frequent soll 
stirring. Do not use manure or other heating sub- 
stances for mulching from now on; if you do not com- 
post your lawn clippings, use them for a mulch. Put 
down pulled weeds first, and they are unsightly, cover 
them with lawn clippings. This makes an ideal mulch 
and allows one to walk on the wet soil without getting 
muddy shoes. At times spade the weeds under. 


The Pitcher Plar.ts. 


HE pitcher plants most common to us are the Sarra- 

cenias of the Southeastern United States. The one of 
which we show a leaf or pitcher and flower was the first 
one found of the several species. The plant was found 
by Dr. J. A. Sarrazin of Quebec, and named for him as 
Sarracenia purpurea. They are all swamp plants and 
extremely hard to grow in our dry atmosphere. The

Budding. 

READER wishes to know how to bud. Many kinds 
Act budding are followed for various purposes, and 
it makes some difference what the subject is. Some 
ourserymen use a T-shaped incision ahd opening through 
the bark for deciduous trees, inserting the bud from 
above, while with citrus stock they use the same cuts 
inverted or the cross-cut at the bottom. Many gar-

Reclamation. - 


READER at San Diego has a city lot the soil of 

which contains so much alkali that it will not grow 

garden peas, and wishes to know what gypsum will do 
for his soil. 

As the lot is high and on a decided slope, the real 
remedy is drainage, the only method by which land is 
ever-rid of alkali. An application of gypsum or land 
plaster will do no good if the alkali be the “white” or 
sulphate of soda. If it be “black alkali” or carbonate of 
soda the gypsum will change or “swap” it into the 
white. Gypsum is sulphate of lime, and when applied 
to land containing carbonate of soda a “swap” is made 
—the lime becomes carbonate and the soda becomes sul- 
phate, which latter is the least injurious form of alkali. 
Where possible drainage should always precede the

CARCELY anything else could show so well the lack 
S of appreciation of landscape art in colonial days as 
the scanty pay of the first landscape gardener of his 
day, Ellicott, who succeeded L’Enfant in having charge 
of the laying out of the city of Washington. President 
Jefferson, in a letter to the commissioners, after dis- 
missing L’Enfant, says: “Ellicott is to go on to finish 
laying off the plan on the ground and surveying and 
plotting the district. I have remonstrated with him 
on the excess of $5 a day and his expenses and he has 
striking off the latter.” 


Chorizemas. 
DOZEN years rizema illicifollum was a 
common shrub, and the wr had two other 
species; now they are decided scarce. They 
the pea family, and hail from Australia. The flowers 
of the more common species are red, with a yellow blotch 
at the base of each petal. No one who sees one in full 
bloom can fail to admire it.

Training Plants. 


LANTS, like children, are most easily managed 

throughout by beginning with them while young. 
Slow-growing plants and those kept to precise forms, 
as our artificial-appearing bay trees, should never be 
pruned with knife or shears, but so soon as a shoot 
puts forth from the foliage mass its tip should be nip- 
ped or pinched off with thumb and finger. Azaleas and 
camellias should also be given this treatment. If one 
has time to watch closely all plants, even to the largest 
trees, should be spared the necessity of being pruned 
by this timely and superior methoa—that of pinching. 
This method leaves no scars or abrupt branch ends, does 
not change the appearance of the plant. so it is never 
unsightly, and in no wise disturbs nate’! ~rowth.

A writer of this paragraph has been sufficiently con- 
vincing to him that the innovation introduced a 

few years ago of selling day-old chicks has passed the 
experimental stage, and must now be considered an es- 
tablished phase of commercial poultry culture. As car- 
ried on in its present high state of development it serves 
economic ends, and for this reason will eventually take 
the place of home hatching, both natural and artificial. 
Under experienced and careful management the system 
has brought about a silent revolution in the business. 
People wanting a few hens have only to place an order 
for so many day-old chicks, and they are soon in the 
poultry business. The cost is no more than for eggs for 
hatching—the worry of pulling off a sitting of eggs is 
entirely avoided. In the progress of the business ways 
and means have developed which insure the safe deliv-

and tries breeding. When the season is over and the 
birds matured, he has about everything except what he 
expected, and the consequence is he gives up the breed 
in disgust. This is especially true of the beautiful 
Partridge Wyandotte which took the poultry fancy by 
storm both in England and America. The boom 
“busted,” and the Partidge was found standing on its 
own merits, to be perfected by the older breeders. In 
the origin of the Partridge Wyandotte we have the 
crosses of the Golden Wyandotte, Partridge Cochin, and 
Golden Penciled Hamburg. The Cochin shape has been 
discarded, but the black legs of the Hamburg has been 
a blood line hard to overcome, although I have seen 
many specimens with legs ‘as_ yellow as any of the 
American.class. Barring origin>~defects and breeding 
obstacles, w 
beautiful of the Wyandotte family: the markings of 
the Partridge Cochin combined with the grace and 
beauty of the Wyandotte shape. 

“It should be remembered that the Wyandotte is a 
bird of curves—no straight lines in shape can be toler- 
ated. The body must be rounded out full in every sec- 
tion; legs short; breast carried low, giving the appear- 
ance of slightly tipping forward; comb also a curve 
conforming with the shape of skull and rounding down 
with the curvature of the head. The new standard will 
allow feathers in breast and body of males, to be tinged 
with red, instead of calling for solid black in breast, 
body and fluff. This does not mean that breast and 
body shall be red, but every third or fourth feather may 
be tipped with red. In other words; pullets will be 
standard-colored birds and there will be no excuse for

ery of this tiny and fluffy live stock to even distant 
points. Special crates are used, made of light wood and 
paper-board material, which afford ventilation and 
safety. Shipments are of daily occurrence from Peta- 
luma, averaging from a few hundred into the thous- 
‘ands, ard covering nearly all gections of country west 
of the Great Divide. 

In its earlier stages the selling of day-old chicks was 
thought injurious in-its application to the fancy. It 


__was thought that its general practice would tend to de- 


teriorate the stock, because the purchaser never knows 
to a certainty what strain of birds he will secure from 


a commercial hatchery. This criticism has been some- | 


what overcome by careful selection of eggs where good 
stock is wanted; in other cases people send their eggs 
to the hatchery, paying a reasonable price for the serv- 
ice, the eggs are marked and the “get” kept by itself, 
so that the owner is quite as sure of securing the “real 
thing,” as he would be in sending to a breeder for eggs 
from certain pens. Its great advantage is, however, to 
the man eatering to the market for table or for hen 
fruit, pure and simple. By it he is enabled to specialize 
his business. -The care of incubation being removed, he 
can direct his energies all to egg farming or to table 
poultry. This is, however, only one of its economies. 
As already remarked in these columns, there are com- 
mercial hatcheries which will not only do your hatch- 
ing, but will contract to grow your pullets up to the age 
of three months, at specific rates per hundred or thous- 
and, as the case may be. Thus we see how a business 
may cheapen production just in proportion as it grows 
in volume and importance. We doubt if there is a place 
on earth where the American business hen has attained 
the commercial value to mankind that she wields in 
Sonoma county. Riverside may have her oranges, 
Fresno her raisins, but by the eternal fitness of things 
Petaluma is “it” when it comes to commercial poultry 
culture. 

New, But Unperfected Breeds. 


R. Mitchell, who is evidently a breeder of experience 
and observation, sends in the following interesting note 
touching on the 'oss of popularity on this Coast of the 
Partridge Wyandottes, giving the reasons and drawing 
some pertinent conclusions on the imperfectibility of 
new breeds: 

“Some time ago I[ noted an article in the Sunday 
Times Magazine pertaining to standard requirements 
and the loss of popularity on this Coast of the Part- 
ridge Wyandotte. Most of the newer varieties are good, 
or at least will be when perfected. The trouble is new 
breeds are placed on exhibition and sold for breeders 
befove they are perfected to a degree that they will 
breea true to type and color or plumage. The begin- 
ner who is looking for something new takes them up 


double mating, which is a detriment, as the city-lot 
fancier has not the room for double mating. The Part- 
ridge Wyandotte appeals alike to the fancier and com- 
mercial breeder. It can be depended upon to fill the 
ege basket, and afford a good plump, marketable car- 
cass when the egg account is closed. It is a good win- 
ter layer, because its heavy, loose coat of feathers pro- 
tects it from sudden changes of temperature. Depth 
and width of body gives it room for a large egg clus- 
ter, and for the same reason it is able to carry lots of 
meat, especially on the breast. The chicks are hardy 
and obtain broiler size at nine to ten. weeks, which 
means that they are strong growers and fast to feather. 
I have had pullets go to laying at five and a half months 
and lay 105 eggs before wanting to brood.” 


Asked and Answered. 


Mrs. H. W. L., of Santa Susanna, writes as follows: 


“About a week ago [ noticed one of my hens with a 
swollen head and that the eyeball had burst. Today I 
noticed another hen with the same symptoms, but the 
eye had not burst; although it Is festered and nearly 
swollen shut. Have my chickens a disease; if so what 
can be done for them, and is the disease contagious?” 

If ulcers are forming about the head and face gener- 
ally, your trouble is chicken pox. For a remedy wash 
with carbolic soapsuds; anoint with vaseline or fresh 
lard. Small hard lumps under the skin also occur in 
roup. 


Poultry in the Coachella Valley. 


There are those among the fan¢y who are of the opin- 
ion that the hot interior valleys of Southern California 
are not so well adapted to poultry culture as the coast 
countries. To this opinion the writer is not entirely 
adverse, as it is noticeable that the regions of largest 


production in this State are invariably situated near the | 


seacoast. Whether this is attributable to prevailing 
climatic conditions, or to a want of knowledge and ex- 
perience ip the caretaking of fowls in the warmer re- 
gions we do not know. We are inclined to the opinion 
that it partakes of both. In the hot interior San Joa- 
quin Valley we have seen some very successful flocks, 
also in the Eastern San Gabriel Valley and in the Sa- 
linas Valley. For the most part, the breeds are almost 
wholly of the Mediterranean class, which being smaller 
than either the American or Asiatic classes and less 
heavily feathered, certainly possess advantages for the 
warmer sections of the State. What can be done under 
common-sense management in the interior is clearly 
illustrated in the following correspondence to The Times 
from J. W. Wilson, who tells of his success in the 
Coachella Valley:

Cleanly Dutch. 


A LAND WHERE WATER Is PLENTI- : 
FUL AND Is FREELY USED. ; 


From the “Interior.” 


N some respects the peasants of Holland are the 
| most cleanly people in the world. They scrub their 
houses not Only inside but out, washing the bricks 
as high as the arm of the good housewife can reach, 
and if any trees happen to be growing close to the 
door, their bark is submitted to the same treatment. 
Every village is the scene of constant scrubbing from 
morning until night. And yet—let it be said softly— 
the report is that a lamentably long period elapses be- 
tween the personal baths of many members of the 
poorer classes. But however that may. be, the whole 
country itself has a clean and wholesome appearance. 


Of course there is water everywhere. As every 
schoolboy knows, the land is below the level of the 
sea, so that the safety of the dykes which hold the wa- 
ters back is the paramount consideration at all times. 
There are the canals, too, a great network of water- 
ways on which a large population makes its home. For- 
merly the canal boats were drawn by dogs, but since 
the government has forbidden that practice it is not un- 
common to see a woman and her child tugging at the 
ropes while the husband and master of the craft sits 
comfortably on the deck smoking his pipe. Sometimes, 
too, the boats are poled along. They are always 
painted some gaudy color, for the Dutch people delight 
in cheerful hues. 

The largest of the canals are big enough to accommo- 
date ocean steamships, and the bulkiest vessels from 
America can sai] right up to the wharves in Amster- 
dam as readily as though the city were on the seacoast. 
The locks on the canals are so large that a whole con- 
course of boats can be raised from one level to another. 

The barge people, 50,000 of them, live on their boats 
the year round. The family have comfortable quarters 
at the stern, and generally the wife of the owner has 
an excellent display of flowers, in which she takes 
great pride. There is usually a good deal of brass or- 
namentation about the barge, and it is a point of honor 
that this shall be kept shining like a mirror. Often- 
times the owner of the boat has several cages of birds, 
in which he seems to find a good deal of satisfaction. 
It’s a comfortable enough existence which these people 
lead as they guide peacefully day after day through 
flat, green country, but it is not a good life for the 
children, for they have few opportunities for receiving 
an education—and in Holland, as elsewhere, the neces- 
sity of book learning is coming to be more and more 
appreciated. Some other form of motive power than 
the straining women and children must come before 
long, one feels sure. 

Fortunately for the traveler who seeks the pictur- 
esque, the people of Holland still retain their national 
mode of dress for the most part. Modern ideas, or 
rather the ideas of other lands, are making themselves 
felt, however, and the villager no longer goes to a pub- 
lic affair in his wooden shoes, these being worn only 
about his work and in the fields. He has leather shoes 
for dress occasions. The Holland peasants—the men, 
that is—have a.curious habit of chewing and smoking 
at the same time, and the quid of tobacco is laid aside 
at times for future reference. This double use of to- 
bacco at the same time seems a bit wasteful, though the 
Dutchman is thrifty enough as a rule. 

Religion is not at high ebb in the cities, and many of 
the well-to-do people go to church only occasionally. 
In the villages, however, everybody turns out in best 
attire on Sunday morning. A woman acts as usher, 
and on cold days provides the members of her sex 
with little stoves to keep their feet warm. Sometimes 
these stoves smoke atrociously, and the good women 
protect their nostrils from the odor of smoldering peat 
by turning cologne on their handkerchiefs, which are 
held to their noses and perhaps the nose of some neigh- 
bor who has been so unfortunate as to forget either 
handkerchief or cologne. Two collections are generally 
taken, and the sermon is sure to make up in length 
what it lacks in brilliancy. 

The farmers of Holland are very fond of their sleek 
black and white cows, and on some of the farms family 
and cattle live under the same roof. The single par- 
tition between the stable part of the building and the 
living-rooms does not prevent an unmistakable odor 
from making itself known. Farmhouses are even to be 
found occasionally in which there is no partition be- 
tween the living part of the house and the quarters 
where the cattle are confined. The neatness of the 
Dutch stable is proverbial, the good housewife’s pride 


to the last degree. The linen is spotless. The home, 


compelling her to scrub as faithfully there as anywhere 
else on her domain. The hay for the eattle is kept in 
a loft overhead and the rafters in the living-room are 
hung with: smoked meat. There are times when the 
meat is particularly well smoked, for some of the houses 
have no chimney, and the smoke from open fires finds 
its way out as best it can. 


A Dutch funeral in the rural districts is enough to 
give one the biues for a month. The hearse is draped 
heavily in black and the driver wears a large black hat. 
Not infrequently the hearse is adorned with grinning 
skulls, and it is said that formerly the horses were pur- 
posely shod in a manner which would make them go 
lame. The funeral is always held at the close of day 
and attended by a large number of the villagers, food 
and drink being served at the house before the long, 
slow march to the cemetery is taken up. 

Holland is famous the world over for the bulbs which 
she produces. The people are very proud of their 
tulips, representations of which are often seen carved 
on household articles, worked into the quilts and even 
reproduced on the women’s stockings. 

Nowadays every visitor to Holland feels, of course, 
that he must linger at The Hague, the city which has 
been made world famous as the seat of the tribunal 
which is making for peace between the nations of the 
earth. The buildings, the pictures and the scenes which 
the stranger is sure to see there have often been de- 
scribed. If the traveler wants to get a real glimpse of 
picturesque Holland, a glimpse which shall long be a 
happy memory, let him journey to the old fishing vil- 
lage of Scheveningen, not far from The Hague. Its 
fishing fleet is an imposing one, and is best seen at 
night, when the boats are drawn up on the beach. 
Each has a number, and these are painted on the sides 
in such large figures that they can be read at a con- 
siderable distance. At night, when the fishermen begin 
to come to land, the women of the village walk down 
to the beach with their knitting in their hands to meet 
them. They wear their wooden shoes, some of which 
are made to look especially clean by an application of 
whiting, and they make a merry clatter as they go. 

Industry is characteristic of the women of Holland in 
all walks of life. They must always be at work of some 
kind, and it would seem as if more knitting needles 
must be used in Holland than in any other country in 
the world. 

The homes of the middle-class Dutch in the cities 
and towns are much more pretentious than those which 
belong to the peasant class. But the gospel of work 
and of cleanliness holds equal prominence there. The 
walls and the floor are immaculately clean. The pew- 
ter and the pottery artistically displayed are polished 


especially at tea time, is a delight to visit, but the in- 
evitable knitting is always at hand, and the placid 
housewife, broad of girth and with little pretense to 
beauty after a few years of keeping the house, seems 
entirely satisfied. The Dutch housewife seldom breaks 
down from worry over household cares. 

Many of the women in Holland are, however, much 
better educated than would at first appear. French 
and English are widely spoken, and the literature of 
these two languages is read very largely. Better ac- 
quaintance with the women of the higher class brings 
surprise at their common sense and the wide range of 
their knowledge. Among the lower classes there is a 
willingness to learn, providing you, who undertake to 
teach them, can Also use your hands as dexterously as 
they use theirs, for they place manual proficiency first.

Birds of New Zealand. 

Nearly every native bird in New Zealand will be 
absolutely protected by law this year. The animals 
protection act provides that 1910 and in every third 
year after that may at the discretion of the Governor 
in council be declared a close season for native game. 
The absence of bird life in New Zealand is already 
most noticeable. T. Mackenzie, a member of the gov- 
ernment, as the result of a recent journey through the 
country writes: 

“Between Nelson and Hokitika hardly any bird life 
at all is to be met with; the imported vermin have 
done their work of bird destruction only too well. In 
the region from Ross to the south, however, the tui and 
the pigeon are to be seen making bright the landscape 
with their presence. 7 

“At the Forks I met a gentleman who took a great 
interest in bird life on the coast, and he told me that 
the weka, kiwi and kawakawa had disappeared, and he 
believed that the stoats and weasels killed every bird 
in the country. He had himself just lost a half-grown 
black swan which he had reared. He had found it 
lying on its back with a gash in its throat. 

“The stoats and weasels were often seen im the neigh- 
borhood of the lakes where the ducks made their nests, 
and it was suspected that the vermin paid due attention 
to their eggs.”—[Adelaide Advertiser.

Year Book Out. 


Hi Year Book of the Department of Agriculture 
(3 has just been received for 1909. It is a smaller

Treating especially of the hand- 
ling ef table grapes, it gives much valuable information 
on molds, bruises, holding in cold storage, packing, 
temperatures and marketing. This book has some fine 
color plates, and is up to the high standard of previous 
numbers in every respect. 


New Varieties. 


OME time ago advice was given in this department 
S to the effect that it is folly for fruit growers to be 
continually paying out their good money for new and 
untried varieties of fruits. This was intended to apply 
to considerable plantings of new things for commercial 
purposes, and not to the trial of a few trees of new 
fruits if the purchaser can spare the money. [ am re- 
minded of this matter by the success a new apple has 
achieved locally. Ordinarily, however, there are many 
elements involved in the establishment of novelties. 
After the points of quality, appearance, bearing habits 
and shipping values have been established, there comes 
the main question: “WHll the variety succeed in the 
environments to be met. Better stay with the old, tried 
fruit friends till the new have won a favorable place by 
actual ‘rial 


Successful Insect Work. 

E. PACKARD, who has charge of the experi- 
W. mental work of the State University in the I[mpe- 
rial Valley, is quoted as somewhat doubtful of the effi- 
eacy of the lady bugs in controlling the melon aphis. 
In a long article published by .the Holtville Tribune 
Mr. Packard urges the melon mén not to depend upon 
the lady bugs too much, which would be good advice if 
he could suggest any more feasible means of attacking 
the pests. He recommends spraying. This is a good 
remedy on paper or in small experiments, but I never 
heard of its adoption by our most practical and pro- 
gressive growers. I have seen large acreages sprayed 
until the vines were killed, but the object is to ex- 
terminate the aphis and not the vines. I am not one 
who helieves that the ladybugs will prove sure death to 
the pests in question in every case, and they may some- 
times fail altogether. But every well-posted man be- 
lieves that there cannot be too much colonization of 
beneficial insects in this State and that is the policy 
upon which the State insectary is working. 


Upon this subject I have just received a letter from 
the Independent Growers and Shippers Association, at 
Coachella. It was written May 3, and reads as fol- 
lows: “In reply to yours of the 22nd of April will say 
that we have delayed answering until] after our asso- 
ciation had a meeting so we could get an expression 
from a good portion of the Coachella Valley. All our 
members say that the little ladies have done their work 
in a very satisfactory manner. A few more would have 
been better. but as it is, they did fine. We wish to 
thank you for the prompt manner in which you got 
them to us, for they were surely needed when we got 
them. There is very little aphis here now, and the 
vines all look good and healthy.” The letter was writ- 
ten by Charles C. Fife, secretary of the association, and 
closes by thanking the insectary officials for the relief 
afforded. This kind of testimony is of more value than 


theorizing. 


Pre-Cooling Experiments. 


ATE reports show that pre-cooled oranges are ar- 

riving in the markets much fresher and better than 
uncooled fruit. I find a general interest extant all over 
the State and many shippers and all the railroads are 
giving attention to the matter. This interest is bring- 
ing out more than one new process this season, the lat- 
est being the Fellows patent for cooling by water 
evaporation. This plan has proved practical in keeping 
residences cool, and I understand it is to be tried in 
the fruit-cooling business. The process consists of re- 
moving the heat by water evaporation and air circulat- 
ing in the hollow walls of the room. It is cheap and 
effective for the purposes tried, and as it requires no 
ice. it can be applied anywhere. The patentee will! try 
to prove the value of his patent this summer in pre- 
cooling fruit. 


Misbranding Fruits. 


NE of the leading up-State daily papers in a re- 

cent editorial sought to convict the people of South- 
ern California of dishonest practices in labeling fruits 
for shipment. This remarkable outgiving charges that 
the good citizens of the south venture into Sacramento 
Valley, buy oranges at Oroville and other places, and 
ship them East as Los Angeles fruit; that much of the 
asparagus grown within sight of the Capitol dome is 
taken to the south and there laLeled “Grown in Los An- 
geles,”” and, furthermore, “the latesftsteal by the south- 
erners is cherries, which are marke hipved from Los 


Farm ing in California- 


Angeles, when as a matter of fact the cherries never 
pass through that enterprising metropolis.” The edi- 
torial further deprecates southern methods, denounces 
their falsehoods and calls upon the north to ship its 
own fruit and save the profits the “dishonest southern 
neighbors are making.” 


Such appeals to sectional feeling are harmful, espe- 
cially where they make a possible case the rule. If in- 
dividual cases of dishonest labeling occur, they should 
be treated as such, and not as the rule. I have attended 
no less than thirty mass meetings of fruit growers this 
vear in the San Joaquin and Sacramento valleys, and 
in almost every one of them some grower referred to 
the shippers of Southern California as models in hon- 
esty and intelligence in fruit packing. Even if a north- 
ern paper does run amuck occasionally, the southern 
people may rest assured that the growers and shippers 


of the north hold them in high esteem and constantly 
ask for the same brand of packing there that has given | 


such a high reputation to the fruit grower south of the 

Tehachapi. 

State Cherry Crop 
SAW more shy-bearing cherry trees on a recent auto 
trip than I have seen for years. In the late white 

varieties the shortage is very noticeable. In quality 

the fruit is fine and the prices will be good throughout 


the season. A reader of The Times from one of the | 
northern cherry districts explained the cause of the 


seant eherry crop. He said the trees were largely in 
bloom and just on the point of pollenating when a gen- 
eral and very heavy rainstorm accompanied by a strong 
wind swept up the valley. I have received special re- 
ports from the great cherry districts of Solano county 
verifying this cause. Of course those who are fighting 
the thrips attribute the shortage to these pests, but I

tor in the almond trade. Within that time nine asso- 
ciations have been organized and incorporated under 
the law passed by the last Legislature at the request 
of the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange. There are 
2000 tons of almonds produced in the State in an aver- 
age crop. Within the last few days 1200 tons have been 
brought into the new organization, and in another week 
or so a large tonnage will be added. The following 
are the names of the associations which have filed in- 
corporation papers with the Secretary of State, with 
the tons of each added: 


San Joaquin county, 200; Davis, 135; Fair Oaks, 75; 
Live Oak, 100; Sutter county, 250; Capay, 100; Oakley, 
150; Antelope, 150; Orangevale, 40. 


On the day of this writing, a duly elected representa- 
tive of each one of these associations is attending a 
meeting in Sacramento for the purpose of organizing 
and incorporating a central exchange which will be 
the selling agency for each association. With the ex- 
ception of not having their own eastern selling agen- 
cies the almond growers are now practically all organ- 
ized upon the plan adopted years ago by the citrus 
growers’ codperative organization known asthe Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange. In fact, the celerity with 
which the almond men completed their plans is due 
largely to the influence or success of the citrus ex- 
change. By another week the new almond exchange 
will have within its control three-fourths of the almond 
output of the State. 


One County, One Orchard. 


— 


UBA county has the distinction of being the only 
V ae in the Sacramento Valley with only one com- 
mercial fruit orchard. The soils of Yuba are rich and 
the climate good for fruit growing, yet grain, hay, hops 
and live stock have monopolized the attention of the 
farmers to the exclusion of fruits. The one orchard’ in 
this county is the famous pear orchard owned by How- 
ard Reed. It contains 600 acres of bearing Bartlett 
pear trees, and is being extended every year. In con- 
nection with this property I have a strange story of 
bad luck, and of success. 


Three years ago the Yuba River levee broke at the 
northern boundary of this great orchard and destroyed 
many thousands of the best pear trees, besides a large 
alfalfa field. A portion of the tract has since contained 


.a ten-acre lake of deep water. Sand was deposited in 


varying depths over a large proportion of the orchard 
varying from a few inches to fifteen fset. This agency 
alone kilied many of the trees. This year Mr. Reed 
planted young trees, part in soil without sand and part 
in sand several feet deep. In the latter case he dug 
a big hole for each tree which he filled with earth. At 
the present time the trees planted in the sand have 
made by far the best growth. In the case of the bearing 
trees where they were buried several feet deep he took 
the sand away from around the bodies and hauled it away. 
This season these trees have the best crop of any in the 
orchard; and that portion of the premises covered with 
sand requires no cultivation.

The Strawberry. 
HE strawberry, the queen of fruits, is a native of 
both America and Europe. The early colonists 


found it growing in abundance throughout those por- 
tions of this country early settled, and there are rec- 
ords of the discovery of berries in the meadows which 
were found one-half inch in circumference, and bushels 
of them that were from three to four inches. 

Roger Wiliams mentions that they were one of the 
fruits growing naturally and abundantly in those parts 
and a learned doctor of England was wont to say that | 
God could, but never did; make a better berry. Some- 
times tthey were so abundant in the \early days that 
they could be picked by the bushel. . 

Cultivation began in Europe early in the seventeenth 
century, and the berry responded freely to the im- 
proved opportunities to develop, but it was not until 
later, when berries were introduced from Virginia and | 
Chile, that they really flourished as they might do. 

The strawberry is of the same family as the rose, but 
the fruit is not the fruit at all. It is like the fruit of 
the rose turned inside out, and the pip or seeds are 
carried on the outside of the pulp instead of the in- 
side, as in the case of the rose. The cultivation of the 
berry has increased the quantity of the pulp and the 
flavor has been improved, but the nature of the berry 
remains the same as it has been through all the ages 
of its existence. 

The Chilean berry was taken first to California and 
from there distributed through the country. The same 
berry was taken to France, but it was not hardy enough 
to stand the climate of the British Isles. From this 
Chilean berry crossed with the native varieties has 
come the most famous of the present cultivated ber- 
ries. 

Some growers incline to the belief that the wild 
berry has imparted none of its characteristics to the 
cultivated sorts, but others say that the wild berry has 
made the cultivated hardy, and there are those who 
declare that the wild berry is responsible for the ex- 
cellent flavor of the present cultivated sorts. Of course 
questions of this sort are more for the discussion of.

Over-Zealous Reformers. 


HIS is an age of reform—of reform and of graft, 
r which is the other extreme. Between these two 

extremes American communities swing pendulum- 
like. When graft gets too hot, we swing back to fe- 
form, and when reform gets too severe, the people are 
apt to say: “Oh pshaw, what’s the use? Let's have a 
little fun.” You know the people of ancient Greece 
persecuted and drove to an untimely grave one old 
fellow because they got tired of hearing him called 
“The Just.” 

It is easy to be enthusiastic. It is hard to be judicious. 
Reformers of all kinds are apt to go to extremes. This 
is especially true of food reformers. Some of them are 
always thinking about what they have eaten, or are 
going to eat, and what is going to become of it after 
they have eaten it. Such people are on the high road 
to chronic dyspepsia. 

Then there are those misguided folks who refuse to 
eat anything that grows under ground, away from the 
sunlight. They would be horrified at the idea of eating 
a mealy baked potato with or without a dash of butter 
and a pinch of pepper. 

Again, some of these people seem to think that if a 
man takes a glass of beer with a sandwich or smokes 
a mild cigar he is committing a cardinal crime. It 
would not be so bad if these extremists were content 
to practice on themselves. Unfortunately, however, 
they have a habit of trying to make everybody else 
do just as they choose to do. If they prefer coffee to 
light wine or beer, they want to prevent every other 
fellow who prefers light wine or beer to coffee from get- 

ting those beverages. 

In the city of Los Angeles the law forbids you to 
eat a cheese or caviar sandwich and a salad with a bot- 
tle of beer or wine on a Sunday, although you are per- 
mitted to consume with the beer or wine a plate of 
chili con carne or hash. It is difficult to see where this 
rule works in the interest either of “reform” or of 
“temperance.” 

Avoid extremes. 


Don’t be always thinking about the 


ism, and not in propria personae be seen committing 
the deed.” And, again: ‘Mesmerism is practiced both 
with and without manipulation; but the evil deed with- 
out a sign is also done by the manipulator and mental 
mal-practitioner. The secret mental assassin stalks 
abroad, and needs to be branded to be known in what 
he is doing.” Or, “That malicious animal power seeks 
to kill his fellow-mortals, morally and physically, and 
then to charge the innocent with his crimes.’” 


The editor of the Care of the Body Department also 
stated that Mrs. Eddy insisted that her last husband 
was “mentally poisoned” by an enemy. This was char- 
acterized as a “dangerous doctrine.” It is more—it is 
a monstrous doctrine. It is both, in fact. 


Now comes “Publication Committee” Dickey with an- 
other letter, seeking to throw dust in the eyes of the 
public by raising a cloud; yet he does not deny the 
assertions published and here repeated. Still he says 
that Mrs. Eddy does not believe or teach that malicious 
anima! magnetism or malpractice has power. 


Plain accusations were made in The Times. Dickey 
uses subterfuge. The space allotted to such matters 
is limited, and cannot be inflated by mere wind. When 
Mr. Dickey definitely answers the definite charges 
made in regard to Mrs. Eddy’s writings and teachings, 
then, possibly, space may be given to his denial. What 
is wanted are facts, not a mere juggle of words.

A Long Fast. 


CHICAGO dispatch to The Times dated May 7 an- 

nounced that Richard Fausel had been fasting forty- 
nine days, to reduce his weight from 296 to 200 pounds. 
He was then down to 243 pounds, and stated that he 
never felt better. He declared that he felt more ener- 
getic than he ever did before. He had no uncomfort- 
able craving for food. He was determined to get his 
weight down to 200 pounds, and said he saw no reason 
why he should not go on and make the fast last 100 
days if it took that long. 

Should this man extend his fast to 100.days it would 
probably break the record—and might break him, also. 
So far as the editor of the Care of the Body is aware, 
the record time for a voluntary fast is ninety days, and 
that has rarely been achieved. It is usually assumed 
by physicians that 100 days is the limit, when death 
will ensue from starvation. But then the physicians, 
like the rest of us, have much to learn on this subject. 

In any case, it is well to be careful with such ex- 


tremely long fasts. If a person is not himself thor- 
oughly grounded in the rationale of fasting he should 
consult some one who is. 

Personally, the experience of the editor of the Care of 
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ments. A recent addition to this class is an open-air 
skating rink, said to be one of the largest out-of-door 
skating rinks in the world, opened last month in Los 
Angeles.

Florida and California Climates. 


N the Care of the Body of April 24 was an article en- 
“Climatic Contrasts,” inspired bhy_a letter of 
complaint addressed to Secretary Wiggins of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce, by Secretary Powell of 
the Tampa Board of Trade, who did not like a reference 
to the summer climate of California, made in one of the 
Los Angeles pamphlets. 


In the Care of the Body article above referred to it 
was stated that the “sensible” temperature of Southern 
California is at least twenty degrees lower than that 
of the Atlantic Coast States because of the extreme dry- 
ness of the atmosphere. For instance, recently when in 
Los Angeles for a few hours in the day we had a tem- 
perature of 100 degrees the hygrometer showed only 5 
per cent. of saturation. 

Now comes the secretary of the Tampa Board of 
Trade, and in a letter to the Care of the Body asserts 
that Florida is also blessed with this dry atmosphere, 
So that the summer climate of that State is also de- 
lightful. Well, in that case Florida, being so much 
nearer to the great centers of population of the country, 
should easily be able to build up a big summer tourist 
trade, as Los Angeles and the near-by beach towns 
have done. As soon as the latest of our winter visitors 
take their departure in the spring our army of summer 
visitors begins to pour in from Utah, and Nevada, and 
Arizona, and New Mexico, and Old Mexico, and from 
the towns and farms of the Mojave and Colorado deserts, 
and from other superheated regions of the interior. Ip 
. winter our beach towns, extending from Santa Barbara 
to San Diego—with Catalina Island “in the offing’— 
a distance of nearly 250 miles, are comparatively dull, 
whereas in summer they are so crowded that itis difficult 
to find accommodations there. It is in consequence of 
this glorious all-the-year-round climate that the numer- 
ous and capacious hotels, apartment-houses, and board- 
ing-houses of Los Angeles are crowded. Florida should 
send to Southern California for a good booster. 

Variety is charming, whether in woman or in climate 
although in neither case do we like to have the changes 
too sudden or “wilent.” There are in the United States 
enough wealthy health and pleasure seekers to fill 
both Florida and Southern California during the win- 
ter months. 

By the way, since the above was written, the follow- 
ing letter has been received from Rev. R. I. William 
Euchler, No. 912 Ella Mae avenue, Tampa: 

“In the Tampa Daily Times of May 4 1 read an open 
letter written in the characteristically vigorous style of 
Secretary Powell of Tampa. 

“I was deluded by such emphatic reports about cli- 
mate, beautiful scenery, etc., and came here to find Flor- 
ida a great Sahara-like desert, where human greed and 
wanton destruction have only left a few stragglers and 
dying pine trees. Here and there you may find, as in 
any desert, a small oasis. 

“What puzzled me most was the fact that my ther- 
mometer always showed a remarkable lack of accuracy 
since I came here. I! live within a stone’s throw of the 
bay, and get all the cool sea breezes. Nevertheless, on 
my large shady porch my thermometer shows from 4 to 
10 degrees more than the daily weather report. I dis- 
covered that the weather bureau is located on the top 
of the postoffice, fifty-five feet above the ground, while 
the common people have to crawl over the blinding, hot 
sand. It is too bad that we cannot be the weather man, 
but it does one good after a hot day, with the ther- 
mometer at 94 degrees on the coolest, shadiest place on 
a sheltered porch, when you can read in the paper 
that the niaximum temperature was 86.” 

In regard to the statement of this correspondent 
altiout the location of the weather bureau at Tampa, 
these observatories are usually erected on the roofs of 
high buildings, as in Los Angeles, such locations being 
best adapted to the purpose. Therefore, several degrees 
should always be added to the summer temperatures, in 
order to get the actual temperature at the level of th 
streets.

More About Mediumistic Frauds. 
RE there spirits of the departed? And if so, can 


those spirits communicate with the living? 
This opens up the question asked many thousands of 


- years ago by Job, as to whether, after a man is dead, 


he shall live again. It is a question that the human 


race has asked since the dawn of history, a question 


that has never yet been definitely answered, and prob- 
ably never will be. It is true that many intelligent 
people firmly believe in the possibility of communicat- 
ing with the spirits of the departed, but the most that 
the great mass of impartial investigators can bring 
themselves to say on this subject is “not proven.” 

One thing is certain. This business—for it is a busi- 
ness, a money-making business—of attempting, or pre- 
tending, to communicate with spirits is surrounded and 
permeated by such a mass of rotten fraud as to dis- 
gust any sensitive person who attempts investigation. 
Thousands of professional mediums in this and other 
countries are engaged daily in earning dirty dollars by 
pretending to enable heartbroken mothers to communi- 
cate with ‘the spirits of their dead loved ones. These 
men and women are as mean, low down and despicable 
as one may conceive of. Comparéd with these people 
the average train robber is a gentleman. 

Recently the press published a long report by Dickin- 
son Miller, professor of philosophy at Columbia Univer- 
sity, giving the findings of a committee of college pro- 
fessors that investigated and thoroughly exposed as a 
fraud the celebrated Italian medium, Eusaplia Palladino, 
who for nineteen years has succeeded in fooling some of 
the most eminent scientists of Europe. Imposing com- 
mittees have issued elaborate reports in her favor. Her 
“manifestations” were found to be due to ordinary jug- 
gling tricks. 

Here is another book dealing with some of the tricks 
of these professional fakers. It is a book of 340 pages 
by David P. Abbott, entitled “Behind the Scenes With 
the Mediums.” (Published by the Open Court Publish- 
ing Company, Chicago.) The author describes a num- 
ber of different varieties of tricks, purporting to be 
spiritual manifestations, such as sealed letter writing, 
rappings, flower materialization, and slate writing, in- 
cluding tricks where the sitter brings his own slates. 
In his introduction, Mr. Abbott says: 

“When one lays a lifelong companion in the tomb; 
when one looks for the last time on the pitiful, pinched 
little face, and realizes that never, never again will the 
loved one onswer to one’s voice; then it is that the 
darkness of despair settles down on the night of the 
soul. The desire to again meet the loved ,one may be 
but a sentiment to which nature’s answer will finally 
be, if not its gratification, the extinction of the senti- 
ment in annihilation; yet the heart craves but one an- 
swer to its longings. 

“Is it strange that the tired and weary soul, worn 
with its despair, should at times turn its breaking 
heart to these mystic priests of occultism for consola- 
tion—to these mysterious beings that claim the power 
to summon from the silent abysses of emptiness the 
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shades of our beloved ones who have vanished and are 
but a memory? It is the consolation of feeling beyond 
a doubt that one’s dear one still exists, together with 
the love of the miraculous which lies in every nature, 
that makes it possible for these persons to perpetuate 
their religion. This religion requires a seeming mir- 
acle for the proof of its truth, but it is not the first 
religion in which miracles have played a part.”

| “Fine Feathers Make Fine Birds.” 


| OLLOWING dispatch from Trenton, N. J., was re- 
cently published in The Times: 

“Never before in a legislative session in the State of 
New Jersey were such scenes enacted as those which 
marked the close of the 134th session early today, after 
a meeting of turmoil and excitement which lasted all 
night. 

“Women crowded into the ladies’ galleries at a late 
hour, and made themselves conspicuous by calling the 
Assemblymen endearing terms, and pelting them with 
confetti and wads of paper. Owing to the presence of 
this group of women the session was unnecessarily pro- 
longed through the night. 

“The Senate gave the ‘anti-plumage’ bill a knockout 
blow when they overwhelmingly defeated it. The bill, 
which had passed the House, prohibited women from 
wearing in their hats birds or plumage of birds which 
it was unlawful! to kill, under heavy penalty. The bill 
caused a great stir among the women throughout the 
the State. 

“Having given up all hope of the House reconsider- 
ing the measure, it is said heavy influence was brought 
to bear upon the Senators through their wives, who in 
some instances, it is declared, threatened to bring suits 
for divorce unless their better halves killed the bill.”
